The Ray Palmer Effect

Like the Butterfly Effect, Ray Palmer 
had an effect that is still felt 85 years 
later in the world of UFOs and the par- 
anormal. Raymond Arthur Palm- 

er (August 1, 1910 - August 15, 1977) 
was an author and editor, best known 
as editor of Amazing Stories from 1938 
through 1949, when he left publish- 

er Ziff-Davis to publish and edit FATE 
Magazine. 


At age seven, Palmer ran across the 
street and got tangled in the spokes of 
atrunk breaking his back. He spent two 
years in a sanitarium and was the first 
person to receive a spinal graft which 


Amazing Stories in 1926. At age 20, the graft failed 
and he spent two more years in a hospital. Palmer 
used his mind to regrow born curing himself after 
i doctors told him he would die. He claimed he later 
MT TREGE willed himself to be editor of Amazing Stories in

At the time, science fiction stories were about fu- 
ture inventions for the benefit of mankind and 
were scientifically accurate. Palmer changed all 
that to action, weapons, creatures and the occult. 
Fans blamed Palmer for killing off science fiction 
and Amazing Stories. Palmer adopted spiritualism 
and new age beliefs. Palmer published his own ver- 
sion of Invasion of the Body Snatchers nine years 
before the novel along with Isaac Asimov’s first 
two stories and / Robot. Palmer created the gov- 
ernment conspiracy theory and blamed all publish- 
ing issues on it. Palmer claims flying saucers are 
interdimensional and cannot be captured. 


Complaints mounted over the Shaver Mysteries 
series. Palmer started FATE magazine in 1948 using 
an alias, when Amazing Stories refused to run an all 
flying saucer issue. Palmer left Amazing Stories in 
1949 and was now free to write about flying sau- 
cers, hollow earth, folklore, the paranormal and 
new age beliefs. Palmer was referred to as “the

LEY MET 
Shaver claimed he could read his co- 
workers minds. In 1943, Shaver sent 
the Atlantian Mantong language to 
Palmer who authenticated it and pub- 
lished it.

It was a hit and 
circulation increased from 135k a 
month to 185k. Today, MUFON and 
FATE publish a combined 9k per 
month.

story to Palmer, was paid $200 to investigate the Maury 
Island case and collaborated on a book, The Coming of 
the Saucers. Again, Palmer’s editing embellished the 
story. Palmer and Arnold would stay connected and ad- 
vertise many of their products in FATE like uranium min- 
ing, chili seasoning and hair care. 


In the 1950’s, nuts and bolts UFO stories won out over 
dark hollow earth stories. The pulp magazine industry 
collapsed in the 1950’s due to paperbacks, TV, porn 
mags and comic books. Palmer broke his spine for the 
third time. Under morphine, Palmer wrote How do I 
know I’m Alive regarding alternative realities. Palmer 
would promote UFO religions and the contactee move- 
ment next. Palmer sells his share in FATE to start Mystic 
magazine. FATE has six times the circulation than Mystic. 


In 1959, Palmer promoted the donut earth theory and 
Admiral Byrd's flight over the North Pole only Palmer 
got it all wrong as Byrd flew over the South Pole and 
never saw dry land or animals. Palmer said he saw a 
1929 news reel that has gone missing. In 1960, DC Com- 
ics names Atom Man after Ray Palmer; a compliment 
and a slight because the character is tiny. 


In 1966, Shaver says Palmer never rewrote his material. 
Palmer responds by saying he didn't make Shaver but he 
made the mystery. In the 70's, Palmer claims UFOs and 
heaven are connected. Palmer suffers a stroke in 1977 
and passes. Palmer is rarely mentioned for his influence 
on the UFO and New Age movements. FATE mentions 
his name only once at its anniversary. In a 1996 Retro 
Hugo Award vote, I Remember Lemuria came in second 
to Animal Farm.

Based on Hebrew Folklore 


There is very little written regarding the alleged story of 
Adam’s first wife Lilith. There is no mention in Genesis 
as Lilith is regarded as Hebrew mythology. What fol- 
lows is my interpretation of this vague story of the 
mother of the first Nephilim and stealer of children’s 
breath.

Frustrated, Lilith headed to the edge of Eden and en- 
countered God. She told God that she was free and 
independent, and that God made her perfect and the 
equal if not superior to Adam. God responded that 
woman was made for man; man was NOT made for 
woman. She must go to Adam and consummate their 
relationship and be fruitful and multiply. Lilith sneered 
and headed to the grassy edge of Eden. God responded 
that if you leave Eden, you will be barred from ever 
returning and shall suffer much misfortune. Lilith bolt- 
ed beyond the edge of Eden into the unknown land. 
She stopped to look back at the only home she knew 
only to see a Seraphim angel with a fiery sword guard- 
ing the entrance. She knew she could never return. She 
ran to the shore of the sea and followed its path. 


Lilith encountered a tall thin male who was more hand- 
some than Adam. He said he would give her all the 
wonders of the world, but she must come with him to 
the land of Nod and populate it for him. They walked 
up a path where she saw caves and his flock. The man 
walked with a limp from the Great Fall. The man, Satan, 


introduced Lilith to his disciples. She stepped back and 
asked why do they look so different than us as if they 
were struck by lightning? Some had scaly skin, small 
tails, or horns.

She 
asked what those rock carvings were of large headed 
people looking up at a flying disk. He said he was 
planting that there now for when in the future hu- 
mans will believe there is a superior race from the 
stars but in reality, it is my flock here on earth. He mo- 
tioned for Lilith to follow him down the winding path 
deeper into the cave, but she froze in fear and dread 
as if something unsafe was below. She backed away 
and said she would speak with the others. When none 
were looking, she fled back to Eden, her first home. 


Lilith got as close to the entrance of Eden as possible 
as the ten-foot-tall Seraphim stood guard. She could 
see another with Adam; a female similar to her but 
slightly shorter with brown chestnut hair. Adam and 
his mate were playing with their favorite lion. The Ser- 
aphim told Lilith that Adam has a new respectful wife 
named Eve and that God will be angry if Lilith doesn’t 


leave. Lilith turned in extreme jealousy and ran back 
to the land of Nod to be mother to their flock. Lilith 
told Satan that she would only mate with his flock if 
he destroyed Eden. Satan agreed. That night, Lilith 
mated with Molech then Azazel and then Pharzuph. 
When she awoke in the morning, she found Gaap, 
with his bat wings, next to her with his thin long teeth 
biting her neck and drinking some blood. Lilith hesitat- 
ed a few seconds because it felt good before throwing 
Gaap off her. She felt different as her hearing and 
sight were keener. She rose and looked out of the 
cave towards Eden and saw like a spreading wind eve- 
rything change colour. Everything went from bright 
colour’s to dull. 


Satan had sent 
Gadreel and Ab- 
addon to Eden at 
daybreak. Abad- 
don distracted the 
Seraphim while 
Gadreel slipped 
into Eden dis- 
guised as a ser- 
pent. Gadreel 
convinced Eve 
that God didn't 
really say what he 
said about the 
beautiful fruit on 
the tree of life. 
She needed to eat 
from the tree of life in order to give life to Adams' chil- 
dren. When Eve reached for the fruit, Gadreel said let 
me get it for you since the swaying leaves are sharp 
and may cut your hand. They were like razors. Gadreel 
handed Eve the fruit which she bit. Gadreel slithered 
away. Eve presented the fruit to Adam who didn't 
want Eve to be mad at him like Lilith and took a bite. 
The couple walked away hand in hand toward their 
favorite lion friend. God approached them and asked 
what they had done. Adam confessed. God told Adam 
to send Eve to the land of Nod or suffer the conse- 
quence. Eve wept. Adam told God that it was his re- 
sponsibility to protect his wife and would not banish 
her. God then proclaimed their punishment. The 
brightness of everything dulled. Eve looked into the 
eyes of her pet lion, and they changed. The love was 
gone. The lion's lips rose. Its eyes focused on Eve. Its 
hair stood up and it methodically moved toward her. 
Eve screamed to Adam for help. God slayed the lion 
and they wore its fur for clothing but were told never 
to eat meat or drink blood. 


Months later, Molech tells Lilith that her baby is not 
right and must be aborted and sacrificed to Satan. Lil- 
ith complies and she drinks the blood of the infant and 


the two burn it, in a ritual. Lilith is taught spells and 
magick. She becomes the mother of the Turok-han or 
the vampire children. Most of her children look human, 
just like she used to, but some are like Satan's flock. 
The Red Sea is the home of the demons. Lilith, Eve, 
Semjase and their children bear many children since 
they lived 900 years, and each generation will live less 
until life spans max out at 120 years. All of Eve's chil- 


dren were twins, male and female. Only the children of 
Eve have souls and can enter Heaven in the afterlife. 


Satan tells Lilith that she must cause the first son of Ad- 
am to kill his brother. Lilith responds that she would 
rather kill Eve and end their kind. Satan says that is for- 
bidden but they need Cain to join them and reproduce 
with their children for diversity and greater numbers. 
Lilith casts spells and complies. Lilith tells Satan she en- 
joyed watching Cain kill Abel but prefers killing human 
infants by stealing their breath and drinking their blood. 
Satan smiles and says our greatest strength will be their 
disbelief of our existence.

The Origin of UFO Ridicule 


How America’s Greatest Newspaper Helped 


Perpetrate America’s Greatest Deception

This summer marked a major milestone in history, and 
that should be understood as ‘history,’ not 'UFO histo- 
ry.’ It was the seventy-fifth anniversary of the Kenneth 
Arnold sightings and the Roswell crash, events taking 
place a week apart and generally accepted as the be- 
ginning of our Modern Age of UFO or as they are now 
increasingly referred to, UAPs (Unidentified Aerial Phe- 
nomena). There were exceptions which predate this of 
course, an important one being the so-called 'Battle of 
Los Angeles' in February 1942. Given that this incur- 
sion occurred only eighty days after the bombing of 
Pearl Harbor, it's understandable that some concluded 
the phenomenon might be an object of Japanese 
origin, a view which was encouraged in the press. But 
the object in question, while foreign, was anything but 
Japanese. 


But how things have changed. The Pentagon now no 
longer denies the existence of truly anomalous UFOs. 
Distinguished scientists, honored academicians and 
respected former military and intelligence officials 
have joined the ranks of those of us who've been de- 
manding the truth from our government for decades. 
Even ranking senators, traditionally among the most 
gun-shy of professionals to associate themselves with 
the subject, and often at ideological odds with each 
other, now make it clear that they have had enough of 
a key national security policy that is woefully outdated. 
And all this now dutifully and respectfully reported to 
us by established print journalists and the broadcast 
world's most identifiable talking heads. More, it seems 
to matter not whether the print or broadcast interests 
are representative of the left, the right, or dead center. 
It is indeed a brave new world we now inhabit. 


We've long known that the subject of UFOs has been 
taken seriously by our military and intelligence com- 
munities since at least the summer of 1947, more seri- 
ously in fact than any other matter facing this nation 


before or since. Why then, until a few short years 

ago, were print and broadcast reports on the sub- 

ject singled out for a level of ridicule, sarcasm, and 

condescension unmatched in the annals of mod- 
ern journalism? 


This policy was not an editorial decision arrived at 
gradually by independent newspaper publishers and 
editors, but one that literally hit the ground running in 
late June of 1947. What was it that powered this dis- 
torted policy and made it so effective for seventy long 
years? 


An unshakeable fact of Post War American politics was 
that being perceived as someone who took the subject 
of UFOs seriously was risking political suicide, and dou- 
bly so if you'd been reckless enough to go on record as 
maintaining that some UFOs might actually represent 
advanced technology under control of other intelli- 
gences from parts unknown. But how, really, did the 
Western mindset come to instantaneously wire up the 
absurd notion that a report of something, some or 
things completely unfamiliar to the viewer signaled 
their being out of contact with reality, delusional, de- 
ceptive, a mystic, a hoaxer, a seeker of fame and for- 
tune, a lonely soul looking for attention, or some naive 
true believer -rather than someone who had simply 
seen something very real, but which they were unable 
to identify? This automatic response was and remains 
not only counter-intuitive, it makes no rational sense 
at all. 


One way to begin making sense of this topsy-turvy be- 
havior is for us to return to 1947 in a way that's actual- 
ly accessible to us. That being, in a review contrasting 
key declassified military and intelligence documents 
and reports with a fair and representative sampling of 
the ‘flying disc’ news coverage along the same time- 
line. Almost all the articles l've drawn from here were 
published by the New York Times. The reason, because 
back in the days immediately following World War II, 
the Times was far and away the most influential news- 
paper and all-round media venue in America, and its 
positions and opinions were often reflected in the na- 
tion's other large dailies. 

Seeking out the material | needed for this investigation 
involved spending time in the NY Times newspaper 
morgue, starting back before they had digitized all of 
their files. This meant locating the relevant items | 
needed listed in old fashioned ledgers, copying out

their code numbers, taking them to the microfiche li- 
brarian, locating the article on the spool of microfilm, 
printing it out, then reading every single article, editori- 
al, commentary, photo caption and letter to the editor 
even remotely associated with the UFO subject in the 
Times publishing history, then about two hundred 
twenty items in all. Completing the search went much 
quicker once the Times had finished digitizing their files. 
| mention this only to underscore the fact that none of 
the articles presented here were cherry-picked to sup- 
port any theory or bias of my own. All are fully repre- 
sentative of mainstream reporting of the period. One 
lesson that was driven home in reading through hun- 
dreds of these early UFO articles was to never underes- 
timate the power of language, whether it’s in the ser- 
vice of advancing the truth, or in stifling it.

It was written by 
an up-and-coming young political scientist and pub- 
lished under the pseudonym of ‘X.’ In it, the author laid 
out a plan to avoid a hot or ‘shooting war’ with the So- 
viets by holding them to the boarders they had expand- 
ed to by the end of World War Il, this though a military 
and political strategy which he termed ‘containment.’ 
The policy was adopted by the Truman Administration 
and the potential for a ‘hot,’ or shooting war circum- 
vented by a so-called ‘Cold War.’ ‘Containment’ went 
on to govern our relationship with Moscow for the next 
forty-five years, and George Kennan went on to be- 
come an advisor to either nine or ten American presi- 
dents.

Because many of the most respected American histori- 
ans date the official beginning of the Cold War to July

how the most respected newspaper in our country — 
whose motto was and remains “All the news that’s fit to 
print” — chose to begin its historic coverage of the UFO 
phenomenon. 

July 6th’s coverage observed that while scientists were at 
a loss to explain them, they might well be “ʻa prank of 
nature’ perpetrated by the popular imagination.” 


The newspaper’s first saucer-related editorial literally 
oozed sarcasm and began: “The annual sea serpent has 
been taking a much needed rest this summer, but while 
Old Reliable has been lying low, those sky-skimming sau- 
cers have been flying high. Their natural habitat appears 
to be the Pacific Northwest, but they have now been 
“observed” from California to Nova Scotia. For weeks the 
incredible discs have been zooming across the horizon at 
three times the pace of sound. That is fast going on any- 
body’s speedometer.” The editorial continues to go 
downhill from there. The next day, the Times publishes 
two articles on the new phenomena. “The one titled 
Washtubs Fall and Vanish” references sighting reports 
now coming in from all over the country. 


The following day’s feature, “Military Planes 
Hunt Sky Disks With Cameras in Vain,” includes a 
statement from General Carl Spaatz, Comman- 
dant of the Army Air Forces, who ‘just hap- 
pened’ to be in the northwest at the time. 
Quoting: “I’ve been out of touch with things for 
four or five days.” He then departed for Med- 
ford, Oregon and a fishing trip.” By now, legiti- 
mate reports of flying discs have come in from 
thirty-three states and include reports from a 
respectable number of commercial airline pilots.

‘The Day the Earth Stood Still,’ For me, the most compel- 
lingly blunt assessment of the situation appears on page 
25 under the heading of ‘Space Ships’ and read: 

“The following considerations pertain: 

If there is an extra terrestrial civilization which can make 
such objects as are reported then it is most probable 
that its development is far in advance of ours. ... Such a 
civilization might observe that on Earth we now have 
atomic bombs and are fast developing rockets. In view of 
the past history of mankind, they should be alarmed. We 
should therefore, expect at this time above all to behold 
such visitations. 

Recommendations: The file should be continued.” 


In April 1950 the Times reports that quote “President 
Truman says that ... he knew nothing about the flying 
saucer, (see image above) while other White House com- 
ment relegated this reputed wanderer of the air to the 
realm of Myths. ... The views of the President and mem- 
bers of his staff ... seemed to demolish the element of 
reality that had been creeping into current reports of 
flying saucers.” The caption accompanying this political 
cartoon reads, “Never thought I’d see ‘em over Mis- 
souri,” the president’s home state. 


The following month the 
Times decides to publish a 
brief piece entitled 
“Flying Saucers’ Cascade 
On Crowd at Air Show.” In 
it they Report that quote, 
“The Air Force today re- 
leased its version of “flying 
saucers.” Near the close of 
a three-hour Armed Forc- 
es Day show at Randolph 
Air Force Base [in Texas] a 
crowd of more than 
100,000 spectators was 
told to stand by for a “top 
secret” finale.” As the last 
wave of planes ap- 
proached the base, an Air Force announcer said the 
crowd was about to view the “real” flying saucers. Over 
the runway the planes released the mysterious objects. 
The mob gasped, then laughed, as 30,000 plain paper 
plates floated to earth. 

In July of 1952, Washington, D.C. experienced a series of 
UFO overflights so extreme that they resulted in more 
reports coming in to Project Blue Book’s offices than the 
Air Force had ever received since the project’s inception. 
(see colourised image above) 


The New York Times coverage of the DC sightings was 
reminiscent only of the line from “Hamlet, “The lady pro- 
tests too much, methinks,” with up to four separate arti- 
cles and features a day, once again throwing every pseu- 
do-scientific explanation imaginable at their readers: 
“Flying saucers — or ‘objects,’ as the Air Force prefers to 
call them — are back in the news, largely because they 
have been reported in the night sky near Washington, 
D.C. Last week they were detected by radar. Two Army 
jet planes were sent after them. The pursuit came to 
nothing because the illuminated saucers disappeared. A 
technically uninformed person who does not know that 
the Weather Bureau and university scientists sent up 
balloons freighted with instruments that record temper- 
atures, barometric pressure, wind velocity and other 
facts forecasters need, might naturally conclude that the 
formation were strange aircraft."

istration found themselves facing — and one that none 
dared advise the president to make public. 


What | have come to believe, or at least very strongly 
suspect, is that sometime in late June of 1947, one of the 
president's men was called upon to make a series of un- 
recorded, highly classified overnight visits to New York 
City, Boston, San Francisco, and other publishing and 
broadcasting centers around the nation where one-to 
one meetings had been arranged with America's most 
influential publishing and broadcast magnates. A process

More, it was Souers who the president entrusted with 
the delicate mission of visiting James Forrestal following 
the former Defense Secretary's confinement at Bethesda 
Naval Hospital following a profound nervous breakdown, 
this to assure Forrestal, now privately considered a major 
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national security risk by the men around Truman, that 
there were no secret listening devices concealed in his 
hospital room, a genuine concern of the former defense 
chief. 


But it was in his role as the Executive Secretary of the 
National Security Council that Souers met with the presi- 
dent each morning, often staying on to breakfast to- 
gether. He was the man who Truman talked to most re- 
garding national security issues and someone he felt 
entirely comfortable with. 

If l'm correct in my thinking, one of two possible scenari- 
os were played out between the president's man and 
those he met with, one to a greater or lesser degree fac- 
tual, the other, likely not. In the first, driven by the 
growing awareness that America was entering into a 
‘Cold War’ with a new enemy, the Soviet Union, the man 
in question might have been informed that military in- 
telligence had established that the flying discs were in 
fact highly advanced Russian technology, captured from 
the Germans and augmented in their technological de- 
velopment and abilities by the Soviet's top scientists. 
Whether for reconnaissance or attack purposes, they 
were not extraterrestrial (or interdimensional or what 
have you) in nature, but in order to avoid undue con- 
cern on the part of the public, it was seen as crucial that 
this ‘fact’ be classified, at least until our military was 
able to bring them down or otherwise circumvent the 
potential threat they represented. And the only way to 
insure this was to enroll the media mogul in helping to 
keep the secret from the public. 


The second possibility, that in a series of unrecorded, 
one-on-one private meetings, the president's man, with 
the full weight and authority of the President behind 
him, met with Arthur Sulzberger, owner and publisher of 
the New York Times, and David Sarnoff, owner and CEO 
of the National Broadcasting Corporation (NBC), as well 
as the heads of the nation's other leading broadcast and 
publishing empires. | expect such meetings would have 
begun with the clear understanding that the information 
about to be imparted was of such a highly classified na- 
ture that the individual would need to sign some sort of 
national security oath, all such meetings having taken 
place several months prior to the activation of the Na- 
tional Security Act of 1947 that September. 


Appealing to their love of country and power to influ- 
ence the opinions of millions, the executive would then 
have been told some version of the truth. One drive 
mechanism for their signing on that particular dotted 
line was that it came with an implied presidential 
acknowledgement of their importance to the nation, 
and the once in a lifetime opportunity to join an elite 
circle of insiders who'd been cleared to know that we 
were not alone in the universe. 


My educated guess is that for men such as these, most 
possessing healthy if not enlarged egos, this undreamed 
elevation in status would have been difficult to turn 
down. More, they would have seen it as their patriotic 
duty. In accepting same, each would have been directed 
to immediately establish and oversee an ironclad edito- 
rial policy that, without exception, their publishers, edi- 
tors, reporters and associated staff all commence 
treating the subject at hand in as condescending, dis- 
missive and cavalier manner as possible, deploying 
whatever pseudoscientific or other nonsensical explana- 
tions as needed to convince readers and listeners there 
was nothing to the phenomena being reported, or at the 
least, nothing to worry about. But in fact, there was. The 
potential for mass panic was something the men around 
President Truman took very seriously. 


| need to reiterate here that this scenario is speculative 
and represents only the views and opinions of this writ- 
er. Even so, after reviewing every other possible expla- 
nation for the instantaneous and incredibly effective 
tide of ridicule that swept the nation beginning immedi- 
ately after Kenneth Arnold's June 1947 UFO sighting 
which continued on for decades thereafter, the only 
workable explanation | can see is some variation of this 
one.

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Big cat fans insist they are prowling the countryside 


Reported sightings of big cats are a fairly common oc- 
currence in Britain, but the reality behind them is rather 
more difficult to ascertain. The existence, or otherwise, 
of a self-sustaining population of big cats in the UK re- 
mains a hotly-disputed matter. 


However, over the years, the Peak District has been 
something of a hotspot for alleged sightings of big cats. 
Last month, two teenagers who were out walk- 

ing reported seeing a big cat - resembling a panther - 
devouring a dead sheep, capturing footage which they 
claimed proved it. 


Joshua Williams and a friend were walking from Kinder 
Scout towards Edale on September 26 when they 
thought they saw the big cat feeding. But others were 
sceptical, one commenting that it looked more like "a 
black bin bag moving slightly in the wind". Neverthe- 
less, there are many local residents and visitors to the 
area who have reported seeing animals that look to be 
much bigger than regular household pets. Since 2007, 
such sightings have been reported across various parts 
of the Peak District including the Derbyshire Dales, Am- 
ber Valley and Swadlincote, and even in some urban 
areas.

The only big cat species known to be living wild in the 
UK is the European Wildcat, which is found in the 
Scottish Highlands. However, there are some big cat 
aficionados adamant that there are others prowling the 
British countryside - including the Peak District. 


It's not completely beyond the realms of possibility that 
there are some big cats in the Peak District. It has been 
suggested that some exotic pets, held illegally, may 
have escaped or been released when they proved to be 
too challenging to keep. 


Danny Bamping, of the British Big Cat Society, 

told WalesOnline that any big cats living in the wild 
would be "a mixture of hybrids and ferals". These hy- 
brids may be the offspring of larger cats, he explained, 
though any such animals would be unable to breed 
themselves. 


"You can also have hybrids from larger cats that have 
interbred. So there is the opportunity of finding some- 
thing unique in the British Isles in terms of a feline that 
is a hybrid," he said. "When they become hybridised, 
that's where the DNA stops because they can't breed." 


But concrete evidence to prove that there are big cats 
living in the British countryside still seems to be largely 
lacking. This is unlikely, however, to stop the purported 
sightings from rolling in - even if they are just bin bags 
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flapping in the wind.

But, when the footage was posted on social media, 
some viewers didn't think it showed a big cat at all, 
amid suggestions they had merely filmed a bin bag 
fluttering in the breeze. One woman said: "A person 
films three seconds of a black bin bag moving slightly in 
the wind, convinces themselves Bagheera from The 
Jungle Book has moved to the Peak District."

POLICE have revealed the reports of big cats— 
including a suspected Lion in Sussex.

Stories of large creatures roaming the grasslands of the 
county have persisted for decades. 


Since at least 2008, there have been reports of a pan- 
ther-like animal, named locally as the Beast of Beven- 
dean, attacking or frightening dogs in the area. 


Although suspected sightings of that particular beast 
have gone quiet over the past few years, police contin- 
ue to field calls reporting big cats across Sussex. 


A Freedom of Information request has revealed the 
number of sightings between January 1, 2020, and June 
16, 2021. 


Sussex Police were asked to provide all reports which 
included phrases including big cat, puma, panther, lion, 
tiger, large cat, cheetah, lynx or leopard. 


The police responded that there has been three reports 
during that timeframe, all of which happened in 2020. 


This includes someone in Arundel who reported that 
they may have seen a lion cub. 


While another person in Crowborough said they saw a 
large wild cat at the scene of a road crash. 


And in Hartfield, a person reported seeing a lion in a 
field. 


According to the BBC, cave lions died out in the UK 
around 12,000 to 14,000 years ago. 


The date of their extinction coincides with the period of 
time at which humans were getting into farming. 


This was the "quaternary extinction event", when ice 
retreated from the northern hemispheres. 


During this time, animals including the woolly mam- 
moth, woolly rhinoceros, cave bear, and steppe bison 
went extinct from northern Europe. 


Sightings of big cats in the country are markedly down 
from a spate of sightings last decade. 


During 2004 and 2005, members of the public reported 
20 sightings of big cats in Sussex. 


The number of reports of pumas, panthers, lynxes and 
other big cats soared with police recording almost one 
case a month in those two years. 


At the time, some experts believed big cats might have 
been breeding in the area.

Peak District railway worker followed by ‘black 
panther' for a mile - in latest big cat sighting 


A railway worker believes said he was ‘stalked’ by a 
black panther while inspecting a tunnel in the Peak Dis- 
trict.

When Billy Brown, 37, a team leader at a railway inspec- 
tion team based just out of Chinley, High Peak, was on 
his night shift at the end of summer nine years ago, he 
felt as if someone was staring at him. 


After he inspected the Cowburn Tunnel, which links 
Edale and Chinley and got halfway through the Edale 
station platform, he noticed a pair of big yellow-green 
eyes staring at him from a car park. 


He said: “I shone my full beam headlight into the car 
park and there was a black panther just sitting next to 
the back of a car. | could see the steam coming off its 
nose as it was breathing. And it was glaring at me. We 
must have been face to face for a good four or five 
minutes. 


"It was about the size of a medium Rottweiler dog. | had 
no phone signal and nowhere to run. As a professional I 
had to carry on my inspection. | was on the railway, the 
cat could only see from my chest upwards and couldn't 
see my legs. So | slowly carried on walking and left the 
station." 


Billy, of Whaley Bridge, kept on walking for a mile until 
he reached the bridge on Edale Road. 


He was sure that the cat stayed at the station car park 
and he carried on his railway inspection. He noticed his 
co-workers going by in a van as he was getting to the 
bridge. They put the vehicle's lights on full and sounded 
the horn. 


Billy said: "I waved at them and carried on my inspection 
for the next three and a half miles. When I finished | met 
the rest of the team in a van and I will not forget this 
ever. | was really excited to tell them what I just saw and 
| started saying ‘you will not believe what I saw’. 


"But before I could tell them anything they said ^we 
don't know what it was, but when we met you at the 
bridge, we shone the light and we saw that about 20 
feet behind you, there was a black animal looking like a 
large dog, following you.’ | didn't see the cat behind me 
but at this moment I realised it crept along the railway or 
on the railway and stalked me for an entire mile" 


Billy wanted to talk about this big cat encounter but as 
he was working for Network Rail at the time he was not 
allowed to mention the panther due to the fears that 
travellers might panic and avoid Edale station. 


As Billy, who is now a senior engineer for the UK's lead- 
ing marine and civil engineering specialist, left his previ- 
ous job in 2020, he started speaking about the panther 
and got in contact with Rick Minter, a big cat specialist.

'Secrets of the lost races' by Rene 
Noorbergen and inventor Alexander Siemens ventured 
to the top of a pyramid accompanied by an Arab guide. 
When they reached the top of the pyramid the guide 
noticed that if he raised his arm with fingers out- 
stretched, he could hear a ringing in his ears. 


Siemens copied what the guide had done but felt a dis- 
tinct prickling in his fingers. He guessed there must be

paste was obtained that could fill a formwork and let it 
dry (as concrete is currently made). After allowing this 
formwork to dry, it was removed, moved to one side, re- 
fixed again and filled once more. 


The concrete mix was simply pulverized limestone, a clay 
stone called Kaolin or Kaolinite, caustic soda, and water. 
So easy, that simple. 


When I read the writings of Davidovits, a few years ago, | 
did not give it much importance. But a friend gave me a 
link to a documentary called K 2019 (a 3 hour documen- 
tary), where they show that this paste, it takes about 30 
days to dry enough to move the formwork aside. Of 
course, an Egyptian architect who created this concrete 
could calmly direct the works so that the stones are creat- 
ed in different places at the same time so that there is no 
idle or down time in those 30 days. 


Scholars say that the great pyramid took 20 years to 
build. If the rocks were cut from a quarry, moved, hoist- 
ed, and put into place, they should have moved one stone 
every 3 seconds. Instead, with this formwork system, the 
time used could even have been less. 


This formwork would allow us to understand why this 
rock looks like this (See next image) which is very similar 
to current concrete.

A team of archaeologists from the University of Chicago, 
back in 2014, discovered a pyramid, somewhat earlier 
than the Great Pyramid, which presumably belonged to 
Pharaoh Huni (2635-2610 BC) or Snefru (2610-2590 BC). 
This pyramid could have reached a height of 13 meters 
and was entirely made of sandstone blocks. The general 
state of the pyramid, which can be seen in the photo- 
graph above, is deplorable. Over the years it deteriorat- 
ed in such a way that the work must be carried out me- 
ticulously. It was discovered that the monument (and 
other small, so-called “provincial” pyramids) do not have 
burial chambers as they were not intended to be tombs, 
but rather a display of the might of the pharaohs. 


Research continues in this and other “provincial” pyra- 
mids.

critical. Official science is also based on 
evidence, although sometimes they stare 
and say “what now?" It's not a criticism, 
but if they see a bird and say “bird” that's fine. But if the 
bird has its wings very straight, its tail in a vertical posi- 
tion, then it is not a bird, it is an airplane. And main- 
stream science still thinks they are birds despite what 
the following two image shows: 


| always try to be respectful, but when you hear gallops, 
then they're horses (unless you're in Africa and they may 
be zebras, but give me proof we're in Africa!). 


Beyond the animal joke, there are no birds that have 
vertical tails or, as in the case of the Quimbaya, that kind 
of "motors" near their tail. 


But going back to the pyramids, conventional scientists, | 
think | can describe the situation a little bit so far. 


As | said above, to get the Egyptian concrete, they had to 
do tests and | think the Edfu pyramids were the prelimi- 
nary tests. That is why they were smaller, with smaller 
limestone bricks (surely, on deeper analysis, it can be 
shown that it is not just limestone). Surely, each pyramid 
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has a different composition (right and wrong) until the 
ideal recipe is achieved. So, the largest pyramids began. 


We already have a part of the great mystery revealed. 


BUT THERE IS MORE... 


Following our hypothesis, the Egyptians achieved the 
perfect recipe for concrete to create great monuments. 
Then they made a formwork, filled it with their concrete,

left it for a few days, and removed it to use it on another 
rock and so on. 


But not everything is there. 


Why leave it in pyramids? If we can make removable 
molds, let's make obelisks! Then we see obelisks that are 
beautifully ornamented and also have small round mark- 
ings on them, showing that the formwork panels were 
fastened with pegs or something. 


Just obelisks? Well no. I think in some article | mention it 
in passing, but let me quickly tell you the story of... 


ASWAN AND ABU SIMBEL 


The Abu Simbel temple is a complex of two temples, the 
first, dedicated to Ra, Ptah and Amun, and which has the 
4 colossal statues of Ramses II himself deified. The minor 
temple is dedicated to his wife Nefertari. It is a beautiful 
temple, which also has many more statues inside the 
temple, a frieze that has 22 Baboons represented, and 


many more. 


The truth is that at one point in 1959, it was decided to 
do something with the impressive monument: move it. 


It turns out that during the construction of the Aswan 
dam, the valley where the temples are located would be 
flooded, which would be a terrible loss. 


So, after several projects, it was decided to move the 
temples 65 meters up and about 200 meters further 
from the river. The project, in theory, represented a 
movement of the statues and other quite "simple". But 
the statues weigh about 200 tons. And in 1964 the over- 
head cranes could not move such huge weights, so it was 
decided to cut down the statues. It was cut into sections, 
each section was marked and identified, and the entire 
temple was moved to its current location. 


The thing is the following. Although the temple was 
carved out of rock, the statues were moved into place. 
The question then arises, how is it that in the 13th centu- 
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ry BC they moved 200-ton statues and in 1964 they had 
to be cut into no less than 6 sections each? 


The answer | found is simple: molds. Just as the molds of 
the obelisks, the rocks of the pyramids and hundreds of 
statues in Gizah and surroundings were made, in Nubia 
(in southern Egypt) they used the same system to create 
the statues of Abu Simbel. Assemble the formwork in the 


shape of the statues in sequence. Legs first, then waist, 
chest/arms, and finally head. 


Consult an architect friend and if the legs were left to set 
when assembling the upper part, they would be separat- 
ed when assembling the upper part (that is why in the 
current construction, irons are placed to keep the parts 
together and it is always preferable to fill all the concrete 
in one only once), then, the assembly in sequence is to 
make filling more comfortable, it was assembled in se- 
quence (and for this reason, the original temple had 
marks, although they were not separate "rocks". 


The same was done with the interior statues, the frieze 
and so on. And for that, in the 60s the statues had to be 
cut down. 


Something else: according to writings, the complete 
temple of Abu Simbel took 20 years to be built. The great 
pyramid would also have been built in 20 years. Coinci- 
dence or widespread lie? 


For me, it is more than evident that they tried to hide 
the real secret of construction. The Egyptians did not cut 
rocks. They created such an effective concrete that 
throughout Egypt there are hundreds of monuments. So, 
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to prevent the secret from coming to light, they did not 
carve it in stone, surely it was only written on papyrus, 
today destroyed by the years. The formula used was rig- 
orously kept and passed only to bosses or foremen who 
had to know the secret to create the perfect mix. This 
mixture, over the years "was lost" until the arrival of the 
Romans and their concrete, which remains in their con- 


structions to this day. But how the Romans came to have 
a similar concrete, is another story...

US intelligence officials on Monday (31 Oct 2023) 
delivered an updated report on UFO sightings to Con- 
gress, parts of which are expected to be declassified 
and made available online later this week. It is the lat- 
est in a series of investigations from respected Ameri- 
can institutions bringing UFOs into the mainstream. 


The latest dossier from the Office of the Director of Na- 
tional Intelligence (ODNI) provides an update on 

a 2021 rt which investigated 144 unexplained 
sightings between 2004 and 2021 by US government 
sources, including military personnel.

If the 2021 report marked a shift in attitude towards 
what are officially called Unexplained Aerial Phenomena 
(UAP), discussions since then have gathered pace. 


This week’s report is the first in a series of annual dossi- 
ers promised in the 2022 US Defense Bill through to 
2026. At a Congressional hearing in spring 2022 — the 
first on UAP since major government investigations 
stopped in 1969 — Pentagon officials said that the num- 
ber of incidents under investigation had risen to more 
than 400. 


Harvard University in July 2022 also marked the one- 
year anniversary of its Galileo Project aiming 

to transform the search for extra-terrestrial life “from 
accidental or anecdotal observations and legends to the 
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mainstream of transparent, validated and systematic 
scientific research”. 


In October, NASA began its own independent study into 
“observations of events in the sky that cannot be identi- 
fied as aircraft or as known natural phenomena”. It says 
this study will lay the groundwork for future investiga- 
tions by identifying how unclassified data gathered by 
civilians, organisations, the government and other 
sources can be analysed “to shed light on UAPs”. 


The search for answers in the cosmos seems to have 
begun in earnest. “If there's something interesting out 
there, | think we'll know pretty soon. There is the possi- 
bility of real scientific discovery,” says Michael A. Gar- 
rett, Sir Bernard Lovell chair in astrophysics at the Uni- 
versity of Manchester and director of Jodrell Bank Cen- 
tre for Astrophysics. 


‘Looked like a breath mint’ 


Renewed interest in UAPs was sparked by a series of 
high-profile sightings by US military personnel. Among 
one of the most discussed is an encounter with a “tic- 
tac shaped” object. 


"|t looked like a little breath mint in larger-scale; white, 
oblong, no apparent flight-control surfaces, no apparent 
physical means of propulsion,” said retired US Navy 
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Lieutenant Commander Alex Dietrich, (image below) one 
of acrew who spotted the object during a mili- 

tary training mission. She told PBS in 2001, “It was mov- 

ing in a way that we didn’t recognise and couldn’t classi- 


fy.

Explanations have not been forthcoming. In ODNI's 2021 
report, analysts were able to explain just one out of 144 
reported UAP sightings, which was found to be a large, 
deflated balloon. 


In the 2022 update, half of a total 366 cases remain un- 
explained. Those that can be explained are largely 
thought to be space trash or foreign spyware, mostly 
from China. 


Congress has been quick to deny that its UAP investiga- 
tions have anything to do with a hunt for evidence of 
extra-terrestrial life, instead focusing in the potential risk 
of unknown technologies from other countries entering 
American airspace. 


NASA also says it is conducting its study for "science 

and air safety purposes". But the lack of official answers 
leaves fertile ground for long-established conspiracy the- 
ories to thrive. 


In recent years, amateur sightings of UAPs have also in- 
creased. Data from the National UFO Reporting Centre 
Database, an NGO based in Washington, shows sightings 
reached an all-time high in the US in April 2020. 


It is no coincidence that amateur sightings peaked dur- 
ing the first Covid lockdowns in the US. "The popularity 
of conspiracy theories goes up and down depending on 
societal unrest and societal debates," says Sander van 
der Linden, psychology professor at Cambridge Universi- 
ty and author of "FOOLPROOF: Why We Fall for Misin- 
formation". 


‘Keep an open mind’ 


Yet doubts over government transparency when it 
comes to UAPs is not entirely misplaced. UFO conspiracy 
theories were encouraged by the Cold War government 
keen to maintain an air of mystery around US spyware 
Y. being tested near Ro- 

* swell, New Mexico. In 
2017 the Pentagon was 
found to have been run- 
ning a secret pro- 
gram worth $22 million 
investigating UAP. 


With promises of declas- 
sification of information, 
new investigations seem 
i to be aiming for greater 

transparency. 


They may also address 
more straightforward 
reasons for seemingly 
unexplainable sightings: 
poor quality data in the 
form of blurry photos and 
low-resolution videos. 
"Currently the evidence is

very poorly presented and doesn't have any technical 
specifications associated with it. What we actually need 


is real scientific data and analysis," says Garrett. 


With high-quality cameras capturing intentional images, 
there is the potential for all sorts of new findings. "That 
could be meteorites entering the Earth's atmosphere, 
satellites deorbiting... who knows, there might be natu- 
ral phenomena that are to be discovered," Garrett adds. 
“It’s important to keep an open mind." 


In this spirit, finding proof of alien existence might not 
be high on the agenda but NASA, at least, has not ruled 
out the possibility. “There is no evidence that UAPs are 
extra-terrestrial," it said of its UAP investigation. 
"However, NASA is exploring the solar system and be- 
yond to help us answer fundamental questions, includ- 
ing whether we are alone in the universe."

This doesn't seem like it should be real. 


It is claimed this tunnel was discovered in Mexico acci- 
dentally and will never be open to the public. Archaeolo- 
gist Sergio Gomez, who worked on the conservation of 
the temple of Quetzalcoatl in 2003, came across the 
tunnel with Julie Gazzola after a very heavy, days-long 
rainstorm. A nearly three feet wide sinkhole opened at 
the base of the Feathered Serpent temple and when 
investigated with flashlight and rope it was found to be 
a man made shaft. 


At the bottom of the shaft was a tunnel blocked in both 
directions by enormous rocks. The video goes on to 
show an artifact that looks distinctly like a tattooed alien 
carved from pale green rock and another that looks like 
an intricately carved UFO, complete with tiny little re- 
movable carved pieces. Unfortunately, the images used 
to create this video do not appear to be from the actual 
tunnel beneath the pyramid of Quetzalcoatl. The first 
excavation pictures were taken by a small remote con- 
trolled robot, although what it found along with the real 
artifacts recovered is just as fascinating! 


Over 75,000 artifacts have been found while exploring 
this tunnel leading to secret underground chambers, 


including things such as a wooden masks inlaid with jade F 


and quartz, greenstone crocodile teeth, a box of beetle 
wings, and hundreds of metallized spheres. These mys- 
terious balls ranged in size from about 1.5" to 5" and 
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were made with a core of clay and covered with a yel- 
low jarosite that formed from the 
oxidization of pyrite. These spheres 
would have shone like gold when 
they were created. The use and 
meaning of these little gold balls is 
still completely unknown. 


At the end of the tunnel a chamber 
representing the underworld was dis- 
covered. This chamber deep beneath 
the pyramid's center contained a 
miniature landscape with pools of 
liquid mercury representing lakes. 
The walls and ceiling were decorated 
with different mineral powders 
(hematite, pyrite, and magnetite) to 
create the spectacular effect of stand- 
ing beneath the stars at night. 


The temple of Quetzalcoatl is a real 
tourist destination and has suffered accelerated deterio- 
ration from the constant traffic. Conservation efforts are 
continuously being made to ensure its protection. The 
tunnel beneath it is still under excavation which is prob- 
ably why visitors are not yet allowed. Many of the dis- 
coveries were made available in 2017 at a major exhibi- 
tion at the De Young Museum in San Francisco, Califor- 
nia.

Man in Wakefield 
spots "BIG CAT 


A man out for a jog spotted what he believes to be a big 
cat at large in the Wakefield countryside. 


Jeff Johnson was heading out for a run, driving near 
Heath Common when something caught his eye. 


Mr Johnson, from Normanton, said: “I just saw some- 
thing jet black | thought ‘what the hell is that?’ 


“When | looked over again | thought ‘that's massive’ and 
| pulled over into a layby near a farmer’s gate. 


"For me it was definitely no dog or normal cat. I've 
heard about people seeing big cats but it’s not some- 
thing I’ve ever seen before.” 


Mr Johnson said from the roadside the animal’s body 
appeared that it would reach just below waist height 
with its head rising above. 


He said he was about 200 metres away from the crea- 
ture. 


“| whistled to try attract it," he said. 


“It looked but it just stayed stationary. It was 
there about ten minutes. 


"| was first thinking that | wanted to get clos- 
er and then | thought ‘no it could be quite 
dangerous'. | didn't know if | would be able 
to get back if get to boundary fence if | 
attracted its attention." 


And it's not the first time that people believe 
they have spotted big cats roaming free in 
the district. 


A panther like animal was spotted roaming in 
the countryside twice within a month in Sep- 
tember 2016. 


And in August that year video footage show- 
ing a big black cat was taken close to the 
Redbeck Motel on Doncaster Road in 
Crofton. 


There have been several reported sightings 
of the 'Beast Of Ossett', which hit national 
headlines in 2000. Observers likened it to a 
big black Irish wolfhound. 


Three years later there was a report of a 
large black cat stalking the village of Win- 
tersett. 


There were also sightings of a panther or puma like 
beast roaming between Alverthorpe and Ossett in 2006.

Awarded in recognition of an individuals involvement in the ufo/uap subject.

Since the on-set of the ‘modern ufo era’ which 
is said to have begun in 1947 with the ‘Roswell 
Incident’ of early July that year, there have 
been many claims made by individuals in- 
volved with either close encounters and 
sightings or has investigators of this most per- 
plexing phenomena. 


While some incidents have been recognised by 
officialdom, (by the term officialdom we mean 
local authorities or business’) such as the 
Rendlesham Forest Incident in the UK of De- 
cember 1980, not to many have received this 
honour of recognition. The Rendlesham inci- 
dent has a walking trail dedicated to the 
sighting, which winds its way for three miles 
through the Sussex forest. 


The Dechmont Woods incident (also known as 
the Robert (Bob) Taylor incident) of 9th Novem- 
ber 1979 recently had a monument and walking 
trail inaugurated. The trail was suggested and 
eventually built by the local Scottish authorities 
due to the hard work from OLM Associate Edi- 
tor Malcolm Robinson, over a number of years. 


Now the likes of American Calvin Parker of the famous 
Pascagoula alien abduction case and others will have 
their involvement recognised. How | hear you say? 


Blue heritage plaques are a long time device usually 
found on buildings as a way to remember a significant 
person. Blue plaques are usually installed directly onto 
the front of buildings or people's houses, where they 
can be seen by the public. They usually mark people and 
the places they were born, lived, worked, visited or died. 
Initially began by English Heritage. 


| recently asked Philip Mantle who is championing the 
idea the reasons behind the campaign to install them. 


1/ Why did you decide to instigate the blue plaque 
scheme? 


PM - When walking around the town where | live and 
others | have seen the blue plaques commemorating 
individuals for one thing or another. It was just apparent 
to me that ufology should do the same thing and | 
thought I'll do it myself. | looked online to see if | could 
get a plaque made and | found one and it was as simple 
as that. My idea was to commemorate UFO researchers, 
witness or even locations of certain events. 


2/ What criteria is required to receive a blue plaque on 
a building? 


PM - The only criteria is that | decide who shall receive 
one. | am funding this out of my own pocket and I've 
been in ufology too long to know that you can't do 
things by committee. If | opened this up to have others 
involved we'd only end up disagreeing at some point. If 
you don't agree with my choice tough luck. It's my mon- 
ey that is being used. I'd happily take recommendations 
from people in different parts of the world but it is my 
choice and mine alone. 


3/ Do you have an idea of how many you intend to 
award? 


PM—My aim is a minimum of two per year. However 
there may be times when family members may have to 
be involved so there's no idea how long such things 
could go on. | have two ideas for 2023 but that's all they 
are at the moment. 


4/ If so, can you give some examples of possible future 
recipients? 


PM -I'd rather not say at the moment but will notify 
OLM when I have something more concrete to offer. 
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5/ Is the idea going to be a global campaign or based 
in a single country? 


PM -No Chris, | want this to be global. | will at some 
point look and ask for recommendations from many 
different countries but let's get up and running first. 


6/ If also in the Uk can you name any individuals in the 
receiving line and why they have been chosen? 


PM - I can't say anything at the moment as no deci- 
sions have been made. OLM will be informed when I 
have someone lined up. 


7/ Could you confirm if Charles Hickson will also be in 
the queue to receive a Blue Plaque? 


PM - He is indeed. | have phoned his son twice but 
have not been able to get hold of him. | wouldn't want 
to do this without his family being involved. I'll work on 
this in due course. 


8/ What was it that made you choose Calvin Parker as 
the first recipient of a Blue Plaque? 


PM - In all honesty | had several people in mind, some 
who are deceased and others that are still alive. | 
chose Calvin Parker as | think he deserves it. | have 
worked with Calvin since 2018 and know what he and 
Charlie went through. Calvin is not in the best of health 
at the moment so I chose him and wanted him to have 
it and appreciate it while he can. 


Philip went on to add: 


“If you think about it Chris UFO researchers and wit- 
nesses are never recognised by the powers that be. 
Having been involved for over 40 years myself | thought 
it was about time they were. | hope when | kick the 
bucket someone will carry this on for me but until then 
I'm going to continue with it no matter what. “ 


Philip is indeed correct, of those witnesses that have 
come forward over the years, many have been on the 
receiving end of ridicule, and character assassination. It 
was a case of if you cant disprove the story from the 
witness then destroy the witness. 


There are a few names that come to mind to us at 
OLM. For example, Travis Walton, Peter Robbins, John 
Mack, and others in the USA. In the UK names such has 
Robert Taylor, John Hanson, Paul Sinclair and of course 
Philip Mantle himself who have all contributed to the 
subject. | am certain that you dear reader could also 
think of many more individuals who are worthy of such 
an accolade.

Dogman at the Border

Now, you are probably wondering how | learned that 
there was a Dogman sighting on the Ciudad Juarez / El 
Paso, Texas border. Well, it was from a simple con- 
versation with a United States Border Patrol agent. 


| am now retired from the California Department of 
Fish and Wildlife, and | am now able to talk about 
these things. My titles at the California Department 
of Fish and Wildlife were Supervising Program Techni- 
cian IIl and LRB (License and Revenue Branch) Custo- 
dian of Records. As the Custodian of Records, | was 
responsible in providing confidential documents to 
law enforcement officers throughout the USA and 
sometimes International. Some of these confidential 
documents would be sent off to judges and prose- 
cuting attorneys. | would handle all of the subpoenas 
that would come into the office. The copies | would 
send off were stamped as "true copies" and signed by 
me. 


One day, | received a call from a US Border Agent, and 
he needed confidential documents on a California 
hunter. The US Border Agent had to testify in court 
and needed the documents as back up to his 

case. When the US Border Agent called, we had a 
pleasant conversation. The US Border Agent was 
looking forward to his weekend off and casually asked 
me what | was doing for my weekend off. | told the 
agent | had a paranormal investigation to conduct. 


This peaked the agent's curiosity, and he asked me 
about my investigation. This triggered the agent to 
tell me his story of working the border at Ciudad Jua- 
rez / El Paso, Texas and experiencing something of 
high strangeness. 


THE STORY: 

Before we got to the agent's story, we discussed how 
Ciudad Juarez is the femicide capital of the world. So 
many women were found dead and at one point in 
time Ciudad Juarez didn't have enough ambulances to 
pick up all of the dead bodies. 


We pondered if Ciudad Juarez was the home of many 
serial killers. The agent told me that up to 370 wom- 
en have been killed in Juarez from 1993 to 2005. The 
agent said that while patrolling the border, he had 
seen ghosts and once even saw a full body apparition 
of a woman. 


The agent believes that the ghost he saw was a mur- 
der victim. He says that the border between Juarez 
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and El Paso is very haunted. 


The agent also told me he came across a so-called 
Chupacabra and realized it was a coyote with 

mange. The agent believes that all of the Chupacabra 
sightings are coyotes with mange, he does not feel 
there is anything supernatural with those sightings. 


But the strangest thing he saw was a Mexican immi- 
grant running from a van on the Mexico side and 
heading into the US side of the border. The agent 
had his eye on the driver of the van. The driver was a 
pollero aka coyote, which basically means a human 
smuggler. 


As the van turned around and took off, the agent 
then concentrated on the Mexican immigrant trying 
to cross the border. As the immigrant got to the 18- 
foot fence, the immigrant changed into a hairy type 
of humanoid, his face looked more like a dog. 


The agent could not believe his eyes as he was telling 
the man to stop where he was. Then all of a sudden, 
the man who now looks like a bipedal dog, leapt over 
this 18-foot fence. When the creature/man landed 
on the US side, he ran off on all fours, like a dog. The 
agent could not believe what he saw and never dis- 
cussed it with his colleagues, because he did not want 
to be ridiculed. 


The agent felt comfortable in telling me, because | 
deal with the paranormal and have an open mind 
when | hear stories like this. 


| promised the agent | would never reveal his name, if 
| ever wrote about this when I retire and | will keep 
that promise. The agent believes he saw a man trans- 
form into the Dogman and | only wonder if this Dog- 
man was one of the femicide serial killers of Juarez? 


Haunted State Penitentiary 


When | was stationed at Fort Knox, Kentucky, | went 
on an R&R trip with 3 of my Army friends. We headed 
over to Tennessee. Being single soldiers, we were 
meeting up with 4 girls in Nashville. Before the 
"partying", we drove by Brushy Mountain State Peni- 
tentiary, a place | wanted to check out. 


This notorious prison was once the home for the infa- 
mous James Earl Ray. James Earl Ray was the assas- 
sin of Martin Luther King. While James was doing his 
time at this prison, he escaped with 6 other inmates. 


His freedom was short lived, thank goodness. They 
captured him after 54 hours. 


In 1982, this prison was an active prison. | was only 
able to see the prison as | drove by it. | was very curi- 
ous about the history of this prison. It was estab- 


lished in 1896 and in the 1930s, it housed 976 prisoners. 


Many of these prisoners were forced to work in the 
mines. The prisoners if they got out of line, were tortured 
via flogging. The prisoners were brutalized by the guards 
and many prisoners died at their hands. As a young sol- 
dier, | wondered how haunted this prison was. The prison 
closed on June 11, 2009. 


For over a hundred years, Brushy Mountain was a func- 
tional prison. In fact, it was Tennessee's first maximum 
security prison. 


In the 1800s, prisoners were forced to work in mines, in 
which violence at times erupted, where prisoners fought 
against other prisoners. These brutal fights would lead to 
serious injuries or death. A ghost hunting group called 
Amy's Crypt did a full investigation of this prison and col- 
lected a lot of evidence. They discuss on their YouTube 
channel on how some tourists have been choked and 
scratched by unseen entities. 


People have heard vicious growls coming from some of 
the cells and some visitors have even seen entities who 
crawl along the floor. This prison has two nick- 

names. The first nickname is "The End of the Line" and 
the second nickname is "The Gates of Hell". Ghost 
hunting enthusiasts mention that in an aerial view of the 
prison, you will see an inverted cross. They also mention 
that while investigating, they have heard men screaming, 
the sounds of flogging, gurgling sounds and of course the 
growling noises. Brushy Mountain Prison is now shut 
down, but has opened its gates to tourists and ghost 
hunting enthusiasts. 


You have prison tours, a distillery, gift shop, paranormal 
tours, concerts and other events. Duc Duong, a former 
soldier | used to work with lives in Tennessee and has 
been on their paranormal tour. Duc says that when he 
went on the tour, he broke away from the group and had 
a terrifying experience. 


Duc says that he was pushed by an unseen force and was 
face down on the ground. He felt slime all around him 
and looked at his hands, and it was covered in brown 
filth. The brown filth Duc says looked like human faeces. 
Duc started screaming and Duc's wife ran over to him, 
only to see Duc on the ground. Duc then noticed that 
there was nothing on his hands and he was simply on 
hard cement, there was no faeces. Duc says somehow, 
he imagined the faeces and for Duc this was a horrifying 
experience that he does not want to relive. 


When Duc explained this to me, | wonder if this was 
some type of paranormal event that was able to show 
Duc something that happened many years ago in this 
prison. Duc tells me that he has no desire to ever return 
to this prison and that this prison is truly the "Gates of 
Hell". 
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Search for Extra-Terrestrial Intelli

If the reason some UAP 
sightings cannot be explained 
within known parameters is 
because they are of extra- 
terrestrial origin then, logical- 
ly, they are evidence of extra- 
terrestrial intelligence. The 
Search for Extra-Terrestrial 
Intelligence (SETI) Institute 
has been searching for about 
40 years for signs, but the 
overall SETI project goes back 
over 60 years to the early 
1960s when Frank Drake start- 
ed looking for radio waves for 
evidence of ET intelligence. 


But it would seem that the 
SETI Institute have shown no interest in studying UAPs — 
until now!! 


When the U.S. Department of Defence released its pre- 
liminary report in June 2021 on UAPs it concluded that 
the vast majority do represent physical objects, and that 
their surprising manoeuvres are not caused by any US 
advanced technology programs, however they also con- 
cluded that there is no evidence that those objects came 
from “outer space”. 


Two scientists, however, linked to the SETI Institute have 
been voicing their thoughts on the subject. Dr Jacob 
Haqq Misra, SETI astronomer and senior research inves- 
tigator at the Blue Marble Space Institute of Science and 
Dr Ravi Kopparapu, planetary scientist and an astrophys- 
icist at NASA Goddard Space Flight Center, co-wrote two 
articles, one in Scientific American another in the Wash- 
ington Post, that advocated for a scientific investigation 
of UAPs by interdisciplinary teams of scientists. 


Why is this significant? Because they are SETI scientists, 
they are actively involved in the search for signs of extra- 
terrestrial intelligence, so for them to put their profes- 
sional weight to the study of UAPs would indicate that 
they, at least, seriously consider that UAPs may come 
from “outer space”. 


The SETI Institute hosted a recent public discussion with 
the two scientists to address the apparent “stigma” sur- 
rounding the study of UAPs in the scientific community 
and the need to conduct a scientific inquiry to under- 
stand the phenomenon. The SETI Institute’s stance on 
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SETI scientists seeking to investigate UAPs 


the subject is that “we do not know what UAPs are, and 
this is precisely why we as scientists should study them." 


The Chief Executive Officer of SETI Institute, Bill Dia- 
mond, opened the discussion titled UAPs: Are they worth 
scientific attention? (available on the SETI YouTube chan- 
nel). During his opening presentation Bill stated that 
"today, neither the federal government, nor the scien- 
tific community, have conducted any actual research on 
the topic of UAPs". By research Bill meant conducting 
observational or other detection experiments specifically 
designed to detect, image, characterise and otherwise 
understand the phenomena that has been so widely re- 
ported by accident observation but never verified. As the 
CEO of the SETI Institute he personally advocates such 

an undertaking and that SETI have the technology to 
help, they just need the funding. 


The US Navy release in 2020 of the three UFO videos of 
object zipping through the sky was the starting point of 
the discussion. 


Dr Jacob Haqq Misra raised some of the puzzling fea- 
tures about these objects- descending from 28000 feet 
to sea level in less than a second, the acceleration from 
100s to 1000s of times the force of gravity - which even 
the best trained pilots could not survive. The amount of 
energy required to generate that amount of acceleration 
“we simply do not have today, so based on that alone 
this something that even if it is not violating the laws of 
physics, it is using physics in a way that we don't know 
how to do yet." There is not enough data to identify 
what they are, but there is enough to know that it is

physics that we don't understand yet. 
Could the videos simply be quirks of the instruments? 


Dr Ravi Kopparapu argued against this. He accepted that 
that in isolation the recent navy incidents could be in- 
strumentation sensor errors, however, the appearances 
and behaviours indicate multiple types of UAPs so re- 
quire different explanations. "But the more fundamental 
issue here... this phenomenon is not new. It has been 
going on for decades and cannot be explained as instru- 
mental error issues. History is important to give us a 
context." 


Jacob: "They seem to be objects because they appear on 
radar, infrared camera observations, eye-witness 
sighting. And a larger percentage are classed as unex- 
plained than we would accept in any other field of sci- 
ence." 


The two scientists want to study UAPs rigorously, even 
though they have already been studied by the Pentagon. 
What more do they hope to learn, that hasn’t already 
been done by the Pentagon? 


Jacob discarded the Pentagon investigation simply be- 
cause the data isn’t available to study, very little has 
been declassified. Jacob and Ravi are not “insiders” - 
they don’t know what conclusions the Pentagon have 
come to. So they want to collect their own independent 
data - multiple wavelengths, infrared, radio, optical data 
- and they have access to the global centre networks

already in place where the data is publicly disclosed. 


Their intention is to take continuous measurements of 
as much of the sky as possible — this is fundamentally 
what SETI already does but they far away from earth. 
“Instead of looking far away for radio signals at the 
whole sky all the time, we want to look closer in but still 
the whole sky, all the time,” Jacob added. 


So, the key point here is an independent investigation. 
They are not asking for access to the UAP Task Force 
report, or for the Pentagon to give them information 
that they are not giving up. They want to collect their 
own data. 


Jacob stated that they would love to see what the Penta- 
gon has got but he doubted they were going to get it, 
and he doesn’t think it is worth trying. And they don’t 
have much data from the old cases, so they need to col- 
lect new data. 


The Condon Report era was a time when science could 
openly discuss UAPs but now there is a stigma with the 
subject. How did this happen? 


Dr Jacob Haqq Misra went to the Library of Congress and 
went through legendary Carl Sagan’s files of UFOs, about 
half of which are letters that people have written to him, 
but he also collected pieces of writing that interested 
him. Even crop circles were in there — he was open 
minded to all that — but they are all filed under UFOs. 
There are lots of subjects that are paranormal related 
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that are categorised in the UFO subject that are not spe- 
cifically addressing unknown objects in the sky. Some of 
the paranormal subjects may also be worthy of scientific 
study, but the problem is that as soon as you say UFO a 
lot of scientists will just distance themselves. 


The stigma also applies to the reports from pilots - that is 
one of the reasons for the change from UFO to UAP, if 
you can reduce the stigma then pilots may come forward 
more often. 


Ravi explained that scientists already study transient 
phenomena in the atmosphere, collecting and sharing 
data, and looking at ways for collecting new data, and 
publishing results for the scientific community to review 
— that is the scientific process. 


Some UAPs are transient themselves, they are very brief 
and just don’t repeat and so there is just one shot at cap- 
turing the data. 


“If a scientist sees a bright object in the sky and, because 
of the taboo, does not share the data, then we will never 
move forward nor understand it. Our approach is agnos- 
tic — let the data direct us to the conclusions, so we 
should be open to everything." These words from Ravi 
you could expect to hear from eminent ufologist Paul 
Sinclair — this is exactly Paul's approach to the study of 
the strange phenomena around the Yorkshire coast de- 
tailed in the informative Truth Proof books. 


So, what disciplines would be needed in the scientific 
team? Aerospace and aviation related experts, meteorol- 
ogists, physics scientists were mentioned as a starting 
team to collect data using telescopes, infrared video, 
radar data collection sites, fast-tracking cameras and 
different wavelengths (optical infrared, even radio). Ra- 
dar would give speed and range for some of these ob- 
jects, infrared to see if they are emitting radiation heat, 
optical to see how they operate and what can be seen in 
the visual band. 


Though the two scientists want to collect their own data, 
there may be something they could learn right now with- 
out collecting too much data, simply by comparing data 
from existing data collection sources. This would be a 
place to start whilst they set up the new data collection 
systems. 


Commercial pilots would be one place to go because 
they are not connected to the military, also private 
planes flying at high altitudes. 


Analysing past sightings may give an idea where to start 
putting the data collection sites. They acknowledged that 
the team may have to include social scientists to take in 
the eye-witness accounts, they would set the standard 
on how to do the interviews. But the focus should be on 
the physical scientific investigation which is the collec- 
tion of instrumental data to understand these UAPs. 
Again, this scientific approach advised by Jacob and Ravi 


reminds me of Paul Sinclair's investigations — they need 
to be briefed about the activity around Bempton Cliffs on 
the Yorkshire Coast. 


The New York Times reported that the Pentagon was 
taken by surprise when China tested a hypersonic mis- 
sile, describing it as China's "Sputnik moment". It can 
change course suddenly, it can zig zag, it can move in 
ways that would render all current US missile defences 
obsolete. But Ravi commented that is based upon recent 
reports, this cannot explain all the cases going back 50 or 
60 years. 


So how many UAP sightings do they need to study? 
There is no end to know when you have searched 
enough to conclude a negative answer, but there is a 
statistical sense such that if 9096 or even 9996 is ex- 
plained then at some point there will be a need to step 
back and revaluate. 


Ravi: "When we found the first exoplanet (a planet out- 
side our own solar system), we didn't stop there, we 
have found hundreds and thousands of them now... | am 
not connecting the search for life with the study of UAPs 
unless the study comes up with some connection. This is 
why we need to do this." 


So how much funding are they looking for? Well, it's a 
big price tag, they are wanting at least £100 million. And 
it is private funding they are seeking. 


It is clear that these scientists' interest in SETI is not just 
looking for radio signals. For exoplanets they look for 
atmospheric pollution, and there are other things to look 
for in the search for extra-terrestrial intelligence. In the 
1970s we sent the Voyager and Pioneer spacecraft out- 
side our solar system, and we are planning to send 
probes to nearby star systems. And so it stands to reason 
that extra-terrestrials may send spacecraft into our solar 
system. This is called Solar System SETI. There could be 
extra-terrestrial artifacts flying around our solar system, 
whether broken up or otherwise. 


| think the final word should go to Dr Jacob Haqq Misra: 
"So, if ET objects enter our solar system we can look for 
it and study it as Solar System SETI, but as soon as they 
enter Earth's atmosphere they are called UAPs or UFOs 
and we can't study it anymore because of the stigma. 
We have to keep an open mind in that sense. Because if 
it is stigmatised, and if that is happening then SETI would 
miss the thing we are trying to find."

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The Roswell UFO 
& Still‘One, Big Mystery 


In the early part of July 1947, something highly contro- 
versial crashed in the desert of Roswell, New Mexico. It 
was to be an event which would rage on for decades 
between ‘believers’ and ‘sceptics’ alike among those 
within the UFO community. 


Did an extra-terrestrial vehicle suddenly plummet to 
Earth, casting an enormous trail of strange debris in its 
wake, (along with several alien bodies and of which, one 
was Said to have survived) before finally being taken to a 
secure location at the Roswell Army Airfield where all 
evidence was thus buried? Or are we to believe the 
Army’s conviction that what had been recovered was 
none other than a top-secret Mogul weather balloon - 
period? As with any fantastic event, there will always be 
rumours, speculation and even those willing to lie, 
whether for the mere sensationalism of it all or, (and if 
true) to protect a secret the military establishments did 
not want revealed to the world because of the enor- 
mous ramifications which would surely follow. 


Roswell is considered one of the most famous UFO 
events of all time. Although steeped in controversy, the 
case has sadly sunk into the depths of legend and hear- 
say, and nothing on ‘Earth’ will give us any clarity now 
because of the long passage in time since its inception, 
along with an incredible plethora of apparent new leaks 
and data being found each year by researchers who say, 
‘they’ve finally got more leads to the mystery.’ But we 
have nothing in terms of physical evidence, only witness 
testimony, and something always prevalent within the 
UFO field of investigations. If there had been any physi- 
cal evidence whatsoever that a UFO had crashed in Ro- 
swell back in the day, then all confirmation of this fact 
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Crash: 73 Yea 


had been meticulously and painstakingly recovered, and 
where public contamination would no longer be a threat 
surrounding this highly controversial occurrence. Yet, 
there are a few 'grey' areas we need to examine, and 
which can be proven, nonetheless in our search for this 
somewhat illusive truth. 


As we carefully analyse the case as it transpired all those 
long years ago, we find some startling contradictions 
which may concede to the fact that there had been a 
deliberate cover-up of international proportions, and no 
less from higher officialdom within the military core it- 
self. That 'something' which subsequently crashed, 
leaving an expanse of unusual debris over a wide area of 
the desert region of Roswell, was believed to be a Flying 
Saucer. However, the question remains as to why this 
event had caused so much controversy to begin with. If 
this object had simply been terrestrial in nature, why the 
continual objection to what has been promoted as the 
official narrative of the object being a balloon in the first 
instance? We also have facts which indicate that the Air 
Force had changed the events on several occasions 
throughout the prevailing years to squash any sugges- 
tion that they may have indeed been in possession of 
what was first thought to be, through the Roswell Daily 
Record, as a ‘Flying Disc!’ 


How It Started 


A rancher by the name of William Ware 'Mac' Brazel had 
discovered small pieces of unusual debris scattered over 
a wide expanse of his property at Foster Ranch in Lincoln 
County, New Mexico in the early part of July 1947. 


Brazel had been puzzled as to why his sheep were fright- 
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ened to cross a certain area of his pasture due to the 
odd reflective metal strewn about. On closer examina- 
tion, he found the material consisted of small, wooden 
beams with strange markings on them, rather like hier- 
oglyphs, and which could not be scratched or broken 
but appeared extremely pliable. He also noticed some 
type of heavy gauge monofilament fishing line which 
appeared translucent, and which again could not be 
damaged. 


The last of the material was something which Brazel 
found the most bizarre. This consisted of a thin-like 
substance, rather like tinfoil, but the likes of which 
could not be torn, burnt or impaired in any way. 
Equally fascinating was the material’s ability in reform- 
ing its original shape when crushed in the hand. Brazel 
had been used to retrieving two crashed balloons, 
along with his son in the area which he’d returned to 
the Army for a small payment, but this material con- 
founded him. He’d never seen anything like it. 


The night before, there’d been a violent storm, and 
he’d heard an explosion in the distance and thought 
that, perhaps, these had been parts from some form of 
exotic, or even secret technology which belonged to 
the military. There had been reports on the radio of 
flying saucers being spotted by folk, and Brazel won- 
dered whether the debris could, perhaps, belonged to 
just such a craft having met its fate through the thun- 
derstorm. In the previous month, on June 24", private 
pilot, Kenneth Arnold had been flying his small aircraft 
past Mount Rainer to locate a crashed transport airline 
with the promise of a $5000 reward. The sky had been 
clear and offered Arnold an excellent view of the 
mountains. 


At roughly 3pm, he suddenly caught sight of nine, 
bright objects which were moving exceedingly fast 
past the mountains, at an estimate of roughly 1,200 
miles per hour, and which would occasionally give off 
flashes of light due to the sunlight reflecting upon the 
surfaces of these strange crafts. Arnold reported that 
each object seemed to be flying in a long chain and 
appeared convex in shape, occasionally flipping errati- 
cally, and performing what he considered to be ex- 
tremely fast manoeuvres. 


This had been the first sighting during the Post-War 
era within the United States. Arnold described that 
the objects flew rather like a pebble when skipped 
across water, and thus was born the acronym ‘Flying 
Saucer’, although his description of the objects was 
slightly at odds with the media’s interpretation. His 
encounter had made the headlines, and Brazel must 
have been aware of such stories being narrated 
through the limited media outlets within the day. 
Such accounts were being sighted within the next 
three weeks and directly after Arnold’s sensational 


claims. 


Brazel decided to report his findings to Sheriff George 
Wilcox of Chaves County in Roswell. Wilcox was a 
much respected and fine officer within the town and 
known as a no-nonsense but fair man. After examining 
the box of debris Brazel had presented to the sheriff, 
Wilcox must have been concerned that what he’d han- 
dled was totally foreign in origin. He’d had first-hand 
familiarity with every manner of balloon which fre- 
quently fell on rancher’s land within the county. 


While Brazel had been at the station, he’d spoken to a 
news reporter from KGFL radio who’d got wind of the 

growing speculation that a crashed saucer of unknown 
origin had come down in the region of Roswell. Other 
witnesses, (and many which Brazel and Wilcox had not 
been privy to during this time) began to talk. 


It was evident that townsfolk were heading to the sce- 
ne to collect the mysterious materials, secreting them 
in the most obscure of places, even Brazel’s neigh- 
bours, so it turned out! The question was, why would 
remnants to any apparent earthly device be stored 
away in this manner? It was clear that the composi- 
tion of said materials was unique in nature, and that, 
perhaps, significant emphasis to the alien hypothesis 
and possible subsequent arrival of the military herald- 
ed most of the residents seeking out such exotic items 
which they saw as valued souvenirs before the area 
was cleaned up. Such rumours were indeed beginning 
to circulate quickly, and the radio commentator lis- 
tened, shocked as Brazel clarified the material held 
incredible properties and even mentioned that ‘They 
weren’t human! He also felt that someone had to be 
responsible in cleaning up the mess on his ranch. This 
prompted the host to advise Brazel that he had to noti- 
fy the Roswell Army Airfield located south of town. 
After all, this was their department, and they may have 
known more about what had occurred. No one, how- 
ever, would have believed that this would lead to the 
biggest cover-up of all time. 


On the 7" of July, the authorities were called and two 
intelligence officers from the Roswell Army Airfield 
were despatched to the police station to assist Brazel 
in a further examination of the debris out in the de- 
sert. These had been staff intelligence officer, Major 
Jesse Marcel, and Captain Sheridan Cavitt of the coun- 
terintelligence corps. Although Captain Cavitt re- 
mained discreet in spilling the beans about the events 
many years later, and when the truth to such allega- 
tions emerged, Major Jesse Marcel would go on to 
confirm that the debris was something he'd been 
sworn never to reveal. However, his admittance that 
the remains were not terrestrial in nature fuelled spec- 
ulation that the UFO story had been the official narra- 
tive to begin with. 
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On the 8" of July, the ‘Roswell Daily Record’ released a 
story which dominated the headlines, announcing that 
the ‘RAAF Captures Flying Saucer on Ranch in Roswell 
Region.’ This came at the behest of the military who had 
been candid about the discovery. RAAFB Public Infor- 
mation Officer, Lt. Walter Haut issued a press release re- 
vealing that personnel from the field's 509" faction had 
seemingly recovered a 'flying disc' through the orders of 
Colonel William Blanchard. 


As soon as this hit the media, papers and news flashes 
across the world followed suit with the incredible revela- 
tion that an actual craft of seemingly extra-terrestrial 
origin had been discovered. Unbeknown to the unsus- 
pecting public, a new strategy of operations was being 
orchestrated behind the scenes, even while both Marcel 
and Cavitt had been out in the desert retrieving more of 
the wreckage. In less than a day, it is believed that Colo- 
nel Blanchard had received orders from the Pentagon to 
issue a new press release, debunking the ‘flying disc’ story 
in favour of something more terrestrial. During the minor 
time lapse of events, it is clear to assume that higher offi- 
cials realised they were dealing with something which 
had to be kept secret at all costs. As soon as the new, 
revised explanation of events became public through the 
papers and radio, calls started coming through to talk to 
Colonel Blanchard for him to explain this sudden turn of 
events. All they got back was that ‘no further details 
were available.’ 


There is every reason to speculate that Blanchard was 
removing himself from public attention through the erro- 
neous press release he’d authorised and was now utilising 
his efforts in securing the rest of the debris, along with 
apparent bodies now discovered at the scene of the 
craft’s final resting place. A press conference at Eighth Air 
Force headquarters in Fort Worth, Texas was hastily or- 
ganised, and a brand-new strategy was implemented to 
cover a Startling reality which, on the face of it, would 
have changed the world forever! While the Pentagon had 
released orders that the news outlets should be cleaned 
up, so too was the wreckage. A tight rope of security was 
administered and executed on an apparent ruthless level 
of integration. The ‘disk’ story had to be quashed, and at 
any cost. 


Brazel would pose a problem to the Army. They knew 
that the press would seek him out, so the only way in se- 
curing a complete black-out was for the military to arrest 
him and take him out of the picture immediately before 
any further revelation to the new claims could be coun- 
teracted on his behalf. Sheriff Wilcox was someone who 
could also be threatened, seeing as he was conditioned to 
follow orders from those who superseded his authority. 


On the 9" of July, officers from the base located Brazel 
and took him back to their headquarters for questioning. 
What's bizarre is that Brazel had been seen in town with 


several troops by his side, entering the ‘Roswell Daily 
Record' where, it is assumed by many witnesses, he was 
forced to give a new and sanitised version of events dur- 
ing his military custody. While this was going on, other 
officers in town were recovering all Haut's original press 
release. This is a clear indication that new orders from 
high up was adamant to sweep aside any suggestion that 
a flying disk had been recovered. Once Brazel had fin- 
ished his business at the newspapers, he was then escort- 
ed to Radio Station KGFL where he retracted any notion 
that the debris had come from an alien craft and related 
an earthlier version of events which, undoubtedly, had 
been script-written by the military. Indeed, the owner of 
the radio station was threatened by the Army that, 
should any further broadcasts be made about a ‘flying 
saucer,’ then his licence would be revoked - indefinitely. 


Most folks noticed a change in Brazel. He'd become sub- 
dued, angry, and fearful. The only other means to keep 
someone quiet and who may also talk was to offer some 
reward. This, it is believed, is how the Army got to him. 
Not long after the change in the story, Brazel was seen in 
a new pick-up truck. Money buys anything, so they say — 
even loyalty. Folks knew that Brazel was, to a degree, 
living on the breadline, and this was something they 
found strange. 


The Mortuary 


Another key figure which clarified that bodies had been 
recovered from the crash site and who also found himself 
at the very base where the wreckage was being stored 
was Glen Dennis. Dennis had been employed as a mortu- 
ary assistant for the Ballard Funeral Home in Roswell, and 
which, incidentally, had a long-standing contract with the 
Roswell military base in providing ambulance and mortu- 
ary services. Around 1.15 pm, he'd received an urgent 
phone call from someone at the base, asking whether 
they had any child-sized, hermetically sealed coffins. 


Thinking there'd been an accident of some kind, Dennis 
asked the person to hold on while he checked to see how 
many they had in stock. There seemed urgency in the 
caller's voice from the other end of the line, and this 
alarmed Davis slightly. Child-sized coffins? Had there 
been an accident? He wasn't sure. The man on the other 
end gave no clues as to why they were needed. The con- 
versation ended when Dennis informed the man that they 
didn't have enough but could order them, ready for the 
next day. Roughly forty-five minutes later, the same call- 
er from the base rang back, enquiring how they went 
about implementing certain preservation techniques for 
bodies that had been exposed to the elements — namely 
the desert. 


Dennis explained that the chemicals they used were 
mainly strong solutions of formaldehyde and water, but 
that this would inevitably change the body's chemical 
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composition. He offered to come up to the base, but 
the officer stated that the information he sought was 
for a probable future scenario. Dennis also explained 
that they could freeze the bodies in dry ice for storage 
or transportation. 


In a twist of fate, Dennis found himself being called out 
roughly an hour later to transport a local serviceman 
who’d suffered lacerations to the head and possibly a 
broken nose from a minor accident back to the Roswell 
Army base. After administering first aid, both he and 
the serviceman arrived there around 5pm. Although 
Dennis was a civilian, he usually had free access to the 
headquarters because most of the officers knew that 
he and his team were invaluable assets to the commu- 
nity. After parking the ambulance around the back of 
the base infirmary, Dennis could make out what looked 
like strange wreckage through some open shutters 
which he described as appearing like the bottom of a 
canoe and roughly three feet in length, resembling 
something like stainless steel which carried a purple 
hue, as though exposed to high temperature. Dennis 
could make out strange-looking writing on the material 
which reminded him of Egyptian hieroglyphs. Two MPs 
were also present, as though guarding the material. 


After Denis checked the serviceman in, he then pro- 
ceeded towards the lounge area to get some refresh- 
ments. He also had the intention of looking for a nurse 
he knew, a new recruit who was a 2™ Lieutenant and 
had been commissioned roughly three months earlier 
straight from college. He suddenly caught sight of her 
quickly departing one of the examining rooms with a 
cloth over her mouth. Puzzled, Dennis noticed the 
nurse appearing shocked at seeing him, while all along 
trying to stop herself from being sick. 


She asked him what he was doing here and that he had 
to get out, because if he didn’t, he’d be in a lot of trou- 
ble. Dennis then watched as she hurried into another 
door where a Captain stood, eyeing him suspiciously. 
The captain then quizzed Dennis as to what he was do- 
ing on the base. After explaining, he then enquired as 
to the crashed material, at which point the captain or- 
dered him to remain put. 


Two MPs approached Dennis with orders to escort him 
from the building and back to the funeral home. It was 
during this point when they’d literally stepped fifteen 
feet or so from the room when a coarser voice came 
from behind from another Captain which Dennis de- 
scribed as being the meanest man he’d ever seen in his 
life, to the point that the guy scared him. This red- 
haired Captain informed him that there was no crash, 
and that if he spoke about anything he’d seen, he’d be 
in a whole lot of trouble. Dennis retorted by reminding 
the captain that he was a civilian, and there was noth- 
ing he could do if he wanted to talk, at which point the 


captain warned him that, should he disobey his order, 
then they’d be picking his bones out of the desert and 
that he’d make good food for the dogs. He was then 
marched unceremoniously off the base, where the MPs 
followed him back to the funeral home. 


However, things took another strange twist when Den- 
nis tried to call the nurse much later. She returned his 
call, sounding distraught and wanting to meet, telling 
him that she’d explain everything, but that her name 
was never to be disclosed. He had to swear by oath 
that her wishes were to be carried out. They agreed to 
meet at the Officer’s Club for a light lunch, but on their 
meeting, both ate little. Dennis noticed the nurse 
seemed physically and emotionally upset, and what she 
was just about to describe was something Dennis 
would never forget. 


The nurse continued by stating that she’d gone into a 
room to get some supplies in the base when she sud- 
denly found two doctors performing a preliminary au- 
topsy. She was surprised when one of the doctors 
asked that she take notes, but the stench reaching her 
nostrils was the worst she’d ever smelt in her life. She 
saw figures, the likes of which horrified her laid out on 
examining tables. The nurse proceeded to draw a dia- 
gram of the bodies for Dennis. There had been three 
of them in total, and she was sure that one of them 
had displayed signs of life. Two of them looked burnt, 
mangled, and dismembered, (especially the one they 
had been working on) and appeared black, perhaps 
due to exposure from the elements. She noted that 
these beings were roughly three and a half to four feet 
in height and had no hair. Their heads were bulbous, 
having large, black eyes and a small slit for a mouth. 


The nostrils and ears were hardly visible. The creatures 
only had four fingers, at the ends of which protruded 
small suction pads. She also noted that one of the doc- 
tors who was examining the burnt creature explained 
that the beings had heavy cartilage, as opposed to 
teeth and that their anatomy was like nothing regis- 
tered within any medical journals. The nurse felt nau- 
seas, as did one of the other doctors, and they ap- 
peared concerned that the air conditioning within the 
theatre would seep out into other areas of the hospital 
base. This is when she exited the room and was sur- 
prised to see Dennis there. The nurse proceeded to 
draw these for Dennis and handed him the sketches. 


What's strange is that after Dennis had driven her back 
to the officer's barracks, he decided to call her the very 
next day to see how she was coping but was told that 
the nurse wasn't available. Puzzled, Dennis tried re- 
peatedly to call, but each time told the same thing. 
Eventually, he got hold of another nurse who'd in- 
formed him the Lieutenant had been transferred out, 
along with some other personnel. 
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He found this strange, knowing that she would have at 
least contacted him due to these sudden changes. 
Around two weeks later, Dennis received a letter from 
her with an APO number, indicating that she was safe 
and that they could discuss the matter they’d spoken 
about through letter. After sending another correspond- 
ence to his friend, the reply he received stated: ‘Return 
to Sender — Deceased.’ Another nurse from the base 
informed Dennis that the rumours circulating was that 
she, along with five other nurses had been on a training 
mission and had all been killed in a plane crash. 


Dennis had filed away the sketches at the Ballard Funeral 
Home but discovered that they’d disappeared. Through 
the prevailing years, Dennis’s testimony had been in 
question with regards to the nurses’ identity, but the 
calls which had come through to Dennis has been con- 
firmed. There were many rumours with what happened 
to this mysterious nurse, but Dennis had promised under 
oath that he would not betray his friend’s identity. 


Considerations 


There is no way of truly ascertaining what had occurred 
which led to the downing of the Roswell UFO. We can 
rule out that the military knew anything about the craft 
in the first place, because they apparently didn’t know 
anything about it until Brazel brought it to the attention 
of the authorities, and after some considerable time. 
This may account for the alien bodies to have become so 
badly decomposed. 


There has also been the suggestion that during the 
storm, the lightening had, perhaps, struck the craft, and 
this led to its downfall. Again, it is doubtful that a highly 
advanced, extra-terrestrial craft which material could 
not be bent, burnt, or marked in any way had been com- 
promised due to adverse weather conditions. An ad- 
vanced piece of machinery which could, (theoretically 
speaking) traverse time, space or even dimensions 
would be strong enough to deal with such hostile envi- 
ronments, surely? Perhaps something had gone wrong 
inside the vehicle itself, and this is what led to the crash. 
And let’s not forget either that had this been a secret, 
Mogul Weather Balloon, the Army would have been 
monitoring its position from the time it was launched 
and up to the moment it crashed. Perhaps another ele- 
ment to such confusion can be cleared up when re- 
searchers further speculate that two entirely separate 
UFOs had accidentally collided with one another, when 
all along it could have been one of the same. Looking at 
the facts surely indicates this is as near to the scenario as 
one can get. The situation had been so serious, the Pen- 
tagon got involved, and all, supposedly, over a mere ex- 
perimental high-altitude weather balloon. 


Author, Ronald Kinsella, however, speculates in his book 
‘The Digital Demon’ and published by Philip Mantle’s 
‘Flying Disk Press’ that such UFO crashes are Trojan Hors- 
es, and that nefarious beings (or force) are basically 


hand-delivering technology which they know will be dis- 
covered by certain military factions and thus, back engi- 
neered to advance humanity. This troubling outcome 
does not, he concludes, offer betterment in aid of civili- 
zation; rather, some wicked agenda we may not be able 
to conceive yet. 


His argument is that if it was an unintentional crash, 
then help certainly would have arrived in the form of 
extra-terrestrial backup. None apparently came. It’s no 
good people stating, for the record, that there were 
lights spotted within the region days or weeks later, as 
this is too weak an analogy to make fit a preferred out- 
come. Other crashes, he goes on to suggest, were re- 
ported in varied regions across the world, stating that 
the ships and pilots differed. This would be a contrived 
method in not raising eyebrows with the military, he 
states, with the same species having the same problem 
in reaching Earth repeatedly. To seal this hypothesis, the 
crafts are ‘always’ downed away from populated areas, 
thus securing covert operations. 


There are also most notable members within the military 
faction who have stepped forward in claiming they’d 
been involved in clandestine UFO clean-up operations 
immediately following a crashed saucer anywhere across 
the world. It seems the United States are the go- 
between in the event of alien hardware being discov- 
ered. One such notable, (who shall remain anonymous 
for the record) even went so far as to reveal that he’d 
helped an ET escape while under US military jurisdiction 
and, using wire-cutters, got the being out in the open 
where a light emerged and, thus, the ET was transported 
up to the awaiting UFO. In the event of humans being 
abducted by ‘Greys’ in the dead of night, along with their 
amazing methods of transporting an individual through 
the walls to their house) one wonders why the captured 
alien’s rescue team didn’t simply employ the same 
method in getting ET home instead of someone having 
to get him out using security cards and cutters! Maybe 
the aliens had problems with their ‘tractor beam?’ It is 
quite clear to see that the ‘alien’ involvement is far more 
complex and puzzling than the mere tracking and obser- 
vation of their supposed UFOs. This is where we find 
ourselves going too deep down that ‘Rabbit Hole.’ 


Regarding Roswell, it seems strange that the military first 
announced they'd had a ‘flying disk,’ and that an imme- 
diate retraction of this fact was implemented within no 
less than twenty-four hours. Also, the admittance of it 
being nothing less than a weather balloon, then from 
that to a ‘Mogul’ weather balloon along with test dum- 
mies used to conceal any notion that a UFO, along with 
dead alien bodies, (one of which was meant to have sur- 
vived for a short period of time and long before anthro- 
pomorphic dummies were created to test parachutes in 
1949) had been discovered is startling within its revela- 
tion in the prevailing years. | believe this had been the 
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first incident of a well-publicised UFO crash, and the 
authorities had almost let slip this fact which would 
have surely changed the world as we know it today. 
There is no doubting that UFO crash retrievals occur, 
and that such operations are carried out right down to 
the last detail, but the question begs as to why rare 
occurrences of this kind happen within remote areas 
and away from public contamination, and why it is the 
public at large are continuously side-tracked into the 
acceptance that it’s all fiction. 


It is no secret, either, that parts to the Roswell craft 
had been sent to the Battelle Memorial Institute for its 
exotic materials, and most notably something termed 
‘intelligent-metal’ and known today as ‘Shape Memory 
Alloy.’ This had been conducted under secret contract 
and directed by no less than Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base — the very place where the wreckage had 
been flown to. 


Another fine point in detail is the press releases. In 
order that the Army retract its mistaken version of 
events, Major Jesse Marcel who’d been witness to the 
Roswell material was forced to appear in a new pho- 
toshoot, proving to the world that the so-called ‘Flying 
Disk’ was nothing less than the remnants to a weather 
balloon.

No transparency will main- 
tain a 75-year-old secret, and something which, in my 
opinion, is so deeply buried that the truth of the 
matter will NEVER be revealed. One thing is for sure, 
there is no smoke without fire, but it appears that 
flame will not go out for those researchers willing to 
keep the Roswell case alive. 
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NASA announces independent study of UAP phenomena

NASA recently announced 16 specialists to undertake a 
nine month independent study of UAPs starting on 
Monday, 24" October 2022 to “lay the groundwork” for 
future studies on the nature of UAPs, identifying how 
unclassified data gathered by civilian government enti- 
ties, commercial data, and data from other sources is 
analysed, and recommend methodology for UAP data 
analysis going forward. The team’s findings will be re- 
leased to the public in mid-2023. 


Thomas Zurbuchen, associate administrator of the Sci- 
ence Mission Directorate at NASA Headquarters, stated 
that “understanding the data we have surrounding uni- 
dentified aerial phenomena is critical to helping us draw 
scientific conclusions about what is happening in our 
skies. Data is the language of scientists and makes the 
unexplainable, explainable.” 


One of NASA’s goals to ensure the safety of aircraft, but 
they appreciate that without access to an extensive set 
of data, it is nearly impossible to explain observations. 
The focus of the study will be to identify what data 
should be collected to scientifically discern the nature of 
UAP.

D. Scott Rogo was a prolific writer on all things strange 
and Fortean, so it was a great tragedy when his life was 
cut short at the age of 40, stabbed to death at his home 
back in 1990, his murder remains unsolved. His wonder- 
ful books have left a legacy to those people who shared 
his interest in all things weird and wonderful, and this 
book, is but one book which will raise the eyebrow of 
many a seeker of the truth. The main thrust of this 
book, is asking the question, rather than a spirit world, 
could it not be the case that some form of mental illness 
might be behind some of these ghostly stories. And 
whilst any researcher worth his or her salt would always 
accept this, the door is still open to the spirit world. 


So called spirit possession has been with us for centu- 
ries, and whilst some would suggest that it is indeed 
spirits that are infecting that person’s body/mind, psy- 
chiatrists would state that it is purely a medical episode, 
and one which can be treated. As a researcher myself, | 
have always gingerly asked the question of any poor 
troubled soul, could it not have been your medication? 
Or have you been in hospital with any medical ‘episode’ 
that might have made you believe that you have seen 
something? Most times, this is not the case, but it sure- 
ly is one question that must always be asked. There is 
no denying that the human brain can be misled by a 
whole range of things, and reading this wonderful book 
was an eye opener beyond belief. What is insanity! 


The book kicks off with a fascinating if not disturbing 
case, which, let’s be honest, is as controversial as it is 
extraordinary. The case concerns an individual by the 
name of John, who, we are told, believes that he was 
born in the wrong sex. What we would call, ‘gender 
dysphoria. Speculation by some of the medical fraterni- 
ty, would suggest that it might be an unidentified hor- 
monal disorder, which, for this reviewer, is a possibility. 
We are told that from an early age, John liked to dress 
up in his mother’s clothes, and as he grew older, this 
propensity to ‘dress up’ was even more prolific. Long 
story short, after a period of going to numerous thera- 
pists, he took part in an exorcism, and, wait for it, it 
cured him!

There is no denying that the so called spirit world and 
those that live within it, have throughout centuries tried 
to influence mankind. Through music, paintings, and 
more. We can but ask ^why'? What is the point of this? 
Surely there is a better world awaiting them, rather than 
hanging around the Earth Plane and influencing those 
that need inspiration and a purpose in life? This book 
shares some of the work by Professor James Hyslop, 
(August 18 1884 — June 17 1920) James was a psycholo- 
gist and professor of ethics at Columbia University and 
had a massive interest in psychical research which drew 
him into aspects of madness and multiple personalities. 
This is the arena that he felt might give him answers to 
but some of the peculiar human traits. 

This book is full to the gunnels with interesting cases of 
(a) spirit possession (b) multi personalities and more. It 
features the work of Doctor Titus Bull and his extraordi- 
nary cures placed on people with disorders of the mind 
and body. At the end of the day, this is an important 
book, the reason being, it's not all wall to wall belief of 
ghosts and spirits. It's a journey of looking out the box 
at other possibilities. Now whether those possibilities 
will ever be accepted by mainstream science, is of 
course another matter. Whilst this book originally came 
out in 1987, it is as important today as it was back then, 
and White Crow Books should be commended for bring- 
ing it to the attention of today's enquiring minds.

Assistant State Director So 


As MUFON State Director of Southern California, | re- 
ceive all manner of UFO sighting reports. 

Generally, these reports are submitted contemporane- 
ously by people who see something strange in the sky, 
and they report it the same week, or even the same day 
of their sighting. 


But every now and then I'll receive a solid historical 
case, where for one reason or another, the witness waits 
years, or even decades, to report an experience. 


Sometimes it'll be an insider, hoping to "come clean" on 
their deathbed. 


Other times it'll be military, a commercial pilot, or a po- 
lice officer who has just retired and can now recount an 
anomalous experience without having to worry about it 
effecting their employment. 


Sometimes, such as in the following case, a parent will 
have a sighting with their children. Once the children 
grow-up and remember their astonishing event, they're 
finally ready to report it. This is my unembellished case 
report, straight from the official MUFON case file. 


CMS File #113034 Synopsis: 


Midnight, Christmas Eve, 1975. A young Mother, and 
her three sons were driving on Imperial Highway late at 
night, returning from a family gathering, when the eld- 
est brother saw what appeared to be a very bright star 
in the sky. 


The eldest brother pointed it out to his mother and two 
siblings, when the Star suddenly “shot down out of the 
sky” and resolved into an enormous silver disc, sur- 
rounded by red, green, and blue lights, which flashed 
sequentially around the bottom of the object. 


THE 
CHRISTMAS EVE 
FLYING SAUCER 


The main witness states that the object was the appar- 
ent size of a dinner plate held at arm’s length, with no 
visible markings or insignia. 

The witness states that he could see an area on the side 
that looked indented and rectangular, like a closed door 
or hatch. 


The mother states that she had stopped for a stoplight, 
and as she and her 3 sons watched everything unfold, 
she began to feel nervous, as the light hadn’t changed in 
what seemed to her like an inordinately long time. 

She noticed a couple of people waiting at the crosswalk, 
and realized that they were standing as still as statues: 
One man was frozen mid-stride, leg extended, as though 
time had somehow stopped for him. 

After what seemed like 5 to 10 minutes, the only things 
that seemed not to be static were the UFO, and the fam- 
ily members in the car. 


Suddenly the signal light turned green, and simultane- 
ously, the disc shaped object shot straight-off into the 
night sky, “faster than you could blink.” 


The mother proceeded to drive home, without further 
incident. 


| interviewed all four witnesses individually, as follows: 


Witness #1 (The eldest son) Interview on 2/2/21 @ 
11:25 am. 


“My mom, my brothers and | had been at a party at my 
cousin’s house; | remember this being on Christmas Eve, 
1975. My youngest brother remembers it as our 
cousin’s Birthday party. 

| was 14, and my brother was only around 5, so | think 
he's mixing up his parties. 
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Anyway, despite that detail, we all remember the actual 
incident, as it changed our lives.” 


“We were on the Imperial Highway, near La Mirada, it 
was close to midnight. We were stopped at a red light, 
when I noticed a very bright star-like object, it was 
brighter than any star I’ve ever seen, and | pointed it out 
to my mom, and asked her what it was." 


"As soon as | mentioned the object to my mom, it shot 
out of the sky, to where it was the size of a dinner plate 
held at arm’s length. It was a dull silver colour, the shape 
of an inverted pie pan, except thicker. No markings or 
insignia, it had three rows of lights around the bottom 
rim, red, blue, and green, and they were spinning around 
the bottom of the thing." 


"As you could imagine, my brothers and | were really re- 
ally excited. But Mom seemed concerned, scared... it 
seemed like the traffic light had stayed red for an exorbi- 
tant time. And I noticed there were a couple of people 
standing at the crosswalk... They seemed to be standing 
very still, when | noticed that the one man had his leg 
extended. It seemed as though time outside of our car 
was standing still. 


"|t was only a few seconds after | noticed this, when sud- 
denly the light turned green, the UFO shot off to the 


right, and was gone in the blink of an eye. The people 
were moving again, at the crosswalk." 

| was 14 at the time, my mom is now in her 80's but she 
remembers everything, and is willing to go on record, as 
well as my other brothers. 


"| sat on our incident all of these years, as | really didn't 
know who to report it to. | saw a TV show that men- 
tioned MUFON, and that's when | decided to contact you 
guys." 


Witness #2 Interview, 2/4/21 @ 09:30 am: 

"| was around 5 years old, but this is one of my earliest 
memories, when you see something like this as a kid, it 
sticks with you. My mom was driving us home from a 
party at my cousin's house, we were on the Imperial 
Highway, near La Mirada, l'm not sure what cross street. 


Mom had stopped at a red light, when my older brother, 
in the front seat, pointed at a bright object in the sky. As 
we looked at it, it seemed to shoot down out of the sky, 
to where it was hanging directly in front of our car. I’m 
guessing the object was a hundred feet across, maybe 
800 feet in the air. 


It was a flying saucer. 

It was dull metallic, silver colored, with red, blue, and 
green lights spinning around the bottom of it. | also re- 
member that it had a dim amber colored light as well, 
that seemed to be shining from the shallow indent- 

ed area on the bottom. 

It just sat there, hovering nearly over our car. 


"|t seemed almost as though when we noticed it as a star 
in the distance, that by noticing it, we brought it to our 
car. Noticing it engaged something. 


"| also remember there being two other bright stars 
standing still up there where the original object originally 
was, but the two other objects stayed-put, like guards for 
the large disc. 


"Being a bunch of boys, we were shouting, pointing, and 
excitable, but mom seemed more concerned for our 
safety. It seemed like time got weird or something, as 
the traffic light wasn't turning green like it 

should've. That's when my brother pointed out that the 
two or three people at the crosswalk weren't moving. 
The one man had his leg extended; you wouldn't be able 
to do that without losing your balance. That's when we 
knew something wasn't right. 

It was as though time had stopped outside of our car, 
and the only thing moving were the lights spinning 
around on the UFO. Everything else was still, like a pho- 
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tograph, and it was weird just how quiet everything 
was. Unnaturally quiet. 


Then, without warning, the UFO shot back up into the 
sky, to where it was just a star again, the other two 
bright stars were next to it, and took off with it at the 
same time, you could see them shooting off together 
into the night sky, then nothing. They were gone, just like 
that, in fact, it took longer for me to say this than it took 
to actually happen. 


At the same time, the traffic light turned green, things 
were moving again, and you could hear sounds again, 
like someone flipped a switch. None of us spoke about it 
then, | remember... 


Mom drove us home, and we’ve talked about this 
amongst our family for many years, but not with other 
folks; people tend to look at you funny if you talk about 
this sort of stuff.” 


Interview 3 with Witness #1: 


“So since we spoke, I’ve spoken with my mother, and my 
brothers. And they all mentioned that there were two 
other UFOs that were there as well, one per side of the 
main disc. 


| never noticed the other two, is that weird? | believe 
them, because they all brought this up in conversation, 
independently.” 


“I’m not sure if they were blocked from my view some- 
how, or maybe I was just so focused on the main disc- 
object, that | never connected the other two bright stars 
to the UFO that drew near to our car. 

Anyway, for whatever it's worth, | never noticed the two 
other objects, but | must be the odd guy out here, as 
mom, and my brothers, all saw that there were three 
objects altogether." 


3/4/21 11:00- Main Witness's mother: 


"lll never ever forget that night. | was driving my three 
kids home from a family get together, it was Christmas 
Eve, in 1975, we had a lot of family gatherings back 
then... The street light was just turning yellow at the in- 
tersection, and the car in front of me zipped through the 
yellow light, so | was at the front of the intersection, with 
no other cars to block my view.. 


"| noticed a bright light off to the right side of my wind- 
shield, and as | watched it, it resolved into a disc-shape, 
sort-of a silvery, creamy, brilliant white. And it had a 
little bubble up on top. 

There were a row of lights on the bottom, blue, red, and 
green | think. And at first | just watched them spinning 
and flashing. There were two other bright starlike things 
next to the larger object, they'd go in and out of focus for 
me. They also seemed disc-shaped as well, but were 
either further away, or smaller. And they stayed put, 
when the saucer came down. 


| pointed the, ...what should | call it? | pointed the Flying 
Saucer out to my boys. And | remember saying out loud, 
‘| think that's a UFO!” 


"Just as | said this, the main object zipped down out of 
the sky, to where it was right there nearly in front of us, 
maybe a couple hundred feet away. | could see then 
that the lights were spinning on the bottom. The object 
itself was so beautiful, it was breathtakingly beautiful, a 
creamy white silvery look to it, featureless, but for the 
spinning lights. 


“| looked away for a moment, as the light seemed to 
have been red for a very long time. That's when I no- 
ticed that nothing else around us was moving. | had al- 
ready noticed how quiet it was. It was as if there was 
nothing else in the world except for my boys and me, and 
the Flying Saucer outside. 

Time felt very strange, and | was becoming concerned, as 
the light had stayed red for along long time. | was 
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scared it would turn green, and I’d still be sitting there 
staring at this thing, and get hit by oncoming traffic. This 
may seem strange to you, it sounds silly, but I’m not sure 
if we were sitting there for 10 minutes, or an hour. Time 
was just, different. 


"The UFO finally did shoot back up to where I had origi- 
nally seen it, the lights still spinning and flashing. The 
two smaller objects shot off into the sky with it, like fall- 
ing stars in reverse. Then the large UFO took off, like a 
flash of lightening, just that fast. 

The light also turned green, and the couple of people 
were moving again, and | just drove off. 

What else could | do? | didn't know where you could 
report something like that, and besides, | didn't want 
people to think | was nuts. 


“But my sons and | have talked about this over the 
years. It's something, once you see, that you can never 
forget." 


Conclusion/Case Disposition: 


This is an excellent historic witness testimony case, with 
multiple witnesses. 


The details were consistent from witness to witness, 
with only insignificant differences in detail. Witness tes- 
timony did not divert from witness to witness, and | in- 
terviewed them over a two month period. 

All witnesses had the appropriate emotional reactions, 
as well as the sense of wonder one would expect while 
recounting this event. 


BIG CAT ATE MY DOG

More sightings of big cats have been reported 
across West Yorkshire after a video emerged of 
an unidentified animal in Wakefield. 


Earlier this month Jeff Johnson, from Normanton, was 
heading out for a run, driving near Heath Common 
when he filmed what appeared to be a big cat. After 
the footage was published online, readers from 

across West Yorkshire have shared their experiences of 
other sightings. 


Richard Strauss from Calderdale shared his account. 


He said: "Around 15-16 years ago | saw a big black cat. 
I'm at Hove Edge, Hipperholme, where we lived looked 
out onto the fields on the other side of the valley, and I 
saw it walk down by the dry stone wall. “I could have 
mistaken it for a housecat except its shoulders were 
the same height as the wall, which was waist height on 
me. 


"Our dog went missing around that time and when we 
searched we found out farmers had been having sheep 
go missing and finding the carcasses so it was definitely 
hunting in the wild and possibly ate our dog. “I would 
say when I saw it | was about 200-300 meters away but 
it was definitely a cat and | had the wall for scale." 


And Simon Sykes told us he saw a puma-like animal in 
North Kirklees. He said: "Around two years ago on my 
way home from work in Dewsbury a big cat, which I 
would say was a black leopard or puma, went across 
the road probably no more than 15 metres away from 
my car. 


"This was in Briestfield around 4pm in full daylight. The 


animal was long in body and around the height of a 
Labrador dog. 


"Its tail was long to the ground and seemed not to ta- 
per towards the end as would a domestic cat, the end 
was curled." 


Phil Taylor saw a panther-like creature from his work 
van when he was parked on Holmsley Lane in South 
Kirkby. Mr Taylor said: “I was sat in my work van with 
the green belt to my right hand side. There is a row of 
houses to my left hand side. 


"| looked up and saw a black animal walk across my 
van from left to right. "The animal was approximately 
15 metres away from me. | saw it for five-10 seconds. 


"|t was a black cat the size of a large dog such as a Lab- 
rador. It was jet black with a tail and without doubt 
was not a house animal." After the footage was pub- 
lished at the beginning of this month another witness 
said he saw an identical breed of animal 20 years ago 
near Batley Sport Centre. 


Adam Windle said: "One summer we all had a kick 
about and we saw what we first thought was a massive 
black dog. The thing ran like the Puma badge and it 
became evident this was a big black cat. "There were 
30 lads there all with their jaws on the floor. 


"| was just so perplexed | didn't have time to be scared. 
We're not in deepest, darkest Peru - this is Batley." 


There is speculation that the animals were released by 
wealthy owners when the government introduced the 
Dangerous Wild Animals Act in 1976 and have been 
able to breed.

The tale of a benevolent "sweet-smelling" ghost who 
was Said to heal sick babies at Scunthorpe's hospital was 
the talk of the town after details of the local legend was 
found among a collection of stories left behind by a vet- 
eran ghost hunter. 


In December 2004, the Scunthorpe Telegraph reported 
ona "mysterious visitor" to Scunthorpe General Hospi- 
tal who takes the form of a long-skirted nurse smelling 
of violet perfume. The spectre was among dozens of al- 
leged hospital hauntings from around the country col- 
lected by the late ghost hunter Andrew Green who had 
passed away earlier that year. 


According to the legend, some staff over the years had 
claimed the aroma of the old-fashioned fragrance be- 
comes strong just before the spirit's appearance at the 
hospital, which is now almost a century old having first 
opened as Scunthorpe and District War Memorial Hospi- 
talin 1929. It was said that the apparition generally 
appears when a baby is sick and, after her visit, the child 
recovers. When details of the supposed apparition were 
published, the story also featured in an article enti- 


tled Ghosts Of Sisters Past in The Guardian and was later 
detailed in the book Mysterious Lincolnshire by Daniel 
Codd. 


However, hospital chiefs were not familiar with the 
ghostly nurse. At the time of the reports, a spokesperson 
said: "We are not aware of any apparition smelling of 
perfume. It's a mystery to us." The Department For 
Health could also shed no light on the story having never 
collected statistics on haunted hospitals, saying: "We are 
far more concerned with helping the living." Mr Green 
was reported to have said the Scunthorpe ghost was a 
form of electro-magnetic energy - a fading echo of peo- 
ple whose lives were intensely stressful. 


However, Richard Wiseman, an expert in psychology at 
the University Of Hertfordshire, described the nature of 
hospitals as being the sort of places that may increase 
the likelihood of people claiming to have unusual experi- 
ences, especially among those who are there day and 
night. 


He said: "The majority of these experiences happen in 
old buildings with a tremendous sense of history and 
people are aware of this. Hospitals are inherently places 
associated with death. Nurses in particular have to cope 
with life and death on a daily basis. 
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“At some level there is a need to believe in ghosts and 
an afterlife, as a way of saying death is not final, as a 
comfort.” 


Mr Wiseman also said shift workers are more prone to 
seeing or believing in strange things because they are in 
buildings associated with crowds and activity, but which 
go quiet at night and take on a more eerie aspect. 


He added: “When anywhere that is usually noisy goes 
quiet you can usually hear the background noises you 
don’t usually hear — the pipes, the building, creaking, 
doors moving.” 


Though hospital officials were mystified by reports, the 
Scunthorpe Telegraph was soon inundated with recol- 


lections from former nurses who had heard of the story. 


One of these, Sandra, had worked at the hospital be- 
tween 1969 and 1990. She said: "As a pupil nurse, part 
of my training took place on ward 4, which was at the 
time the children’s ward. 


"| never saw the phantom but | was informed she was a 
nurse who died of cancer. Once, while on night duty, 
the balcony doors and some of the windows flew open 
simultaneously with a terrific bang. 


"The weather was rough outside and obviously a strong 
gust of wind had caused this to happen. However, my 
fellow nurse and myself were already a bit on edge. 


"Knowing of the ghost nurse who was supposed to 
haunt the ward, we dared not leave each other to go to 
our second breaks that night. | believe in ghosts, but 
never met anyone who said they had personally en- 
countered this spectre or the perfume. "Perhaps this 
lady is a mystery to many at the hospital now. But she 
was known about well enough when | was there. It was 
of course the War Memorial Hospital when | first 


worked there." 


Another former nurse, Lorna, also described having not 
encountered the spectre but had heard the tale. She 
said: "The scent was of Parma Violets and | was told the 
friendly ghost was that of a former nurse who was nick- 
named Mac Peace." 


A former night shift nurse also recalled her memories of 
the story and that the sister's real name was Bertha. She 
said: "Mac was a lovely, lovely lady and very tiny and 
slim. She always wore perfume smelling of sweet violets 
and her domain was the corridor between Roadley and 
Cliff wards. 


"| believe Mac died from cancer in either 1960 or 1961. 
But since she died some people have told me they can 
still smell the violets, especially when a child is sick." 
The Telegraph was later contacted by Sheila, the daugh- 
ter-in-law of 'Mac Peace'. She said she was not aware of 
the story of the ghost until she gave birth to her daugh- 
ter in 1978. 


"The nurse on duty in Ward Seven told me the story 
about the long-skirted nurse, who smelled of violets and 
who she was supposed to be,” she recalled. "My mother 
-in-law died from breast cancer in 1961 and is buried in 
Brumby Cemetery, Scunthorpe. 


"| don't really believe in ghosts — unless | actually saw 
one. But | do know the story about my mother-in-law." 


One thing that all who have heard the tale know, how- 
ever, is 'Mac Peace' was never a ghost to be afraid of 
when caring for a poorly child. As one nurse said at the 
time: "Strangely the sick child always recovered so this 
nurse was not to be feared. In fact during these times 
she was often welcomed."

GLOBAL UFO REPORT 2022 


In this issue we take a look back at some of the global 
UAP/UFO reports from the ufological year of 2022. 
Granted | am writing this in late November, and the full 
year is not finalised, but we felt that these reports were 
well worth your consideration. While we make no 
100% commitment to these reports we find these inter- 
esting and we hope you do also? Also do note this is not 
a report outlining every single UAP or UFO related 
event globally, that would be impossible to accomplish. 


January 2022, began with a flurry of new sightings from 
all four corners of the globe, proving once again that 
this phenomena is not about to depart soon. 


Two Triangular Objects Photographed 
Over Huntsville, Texas, 2"* January 


The most intriguing incidents of the new year occurred 
in Huntsville, Texas at around 6 pm on g" January. On 
the evening in question a local man took a photograph 
of the cloudy sky. He claimed that he "noticed some- 
thing" but that he paid little attention to it. That was 
until he examined the photographs a little later on. 


Two triangular formations of light — possibly the under- 
side of a flying triangular craft if we accept the picture 
to be genuine for a moment - can clearly be seen. Giv- 
en that most people who claim to have seen such ob-

ject close up state they are huge, these objects would 


appear to be quite some distance away (which may ex- 
plain why the witness who captured the image paid 
little attention to them when he took the picture). You 
can see the picture below left. Do they show genuine 
unknown objects or might there be another explana- 
tion? IF YOU KNOW LET US KNOW... 


UFO Filmed By Flight Crew Over Georgia, 34 January 


Without a doubt, one of the most intriguing sightings of 
a UFO in the opening weeks of 2022 occurred over the 
state of Georgia on the evening of 3" January. What's 
more, the witness who filmed the footage was part of a 
flight crew that was at an altitude of 39,000 feet. 


The witness stated in their report that they had origi- 
nally taken their phone out so they could capture a pic- 
ture of the Milky Way. However, shortly after he had 
done so another aircraft passed over the top of them, 
around 1,000 feet higher. He switched the video cam- 
era on and began filming this other aircraft. As he did, 
he noticed a "V-shaped object" appear, as if out of no- 
where. The witness recalled that it appeared that this 
anomalous object was between their plane and the oth- 
er aircraft. 


Although they were happy to make the video publicly 
available, both the witness and the captain of the plane 
stated they wished to remain anonymous. In fact, they 
even opted to not make an official report of the 
sighting.

On the 4th of January a strange set of 'flashing lights' 
were spotted over Moses Lake, in the state of Washing- 
ton, although there are no captured images or video 
available. This intriguing incident unfolded around 8:30 
pm on 4" January. The witness explained “it was a 
cloudy/foggy evening and we were looking at the moon 
when we noticed sparkles of light" which included he 
explained "periodic red and purple flashes". This 
strange aerial display lasted for around 15 minutes be- 
fore it suddenly ceased. Although the witness did 
attempt to capture the lights with a camera phone, un- 


| fortunately due to the fogginess of the evening they 
A] simply didn't show up on any of the pictures. Although 


he did consider that they might have witnessed a mete- 
or shower. However, it appears what they saw was 
quite possible something a little more out of the ordi- 


@ nary. Incidentally, around an hour earlier off the coast 
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of Alaska near Mt. Redoubt, a strange, glowing object 
was witnessed, and filmed. It is uncertain what the ob- 
ject is and there is little information about it, but you can 
view that video footage LINK HERE. 


Also on the 4th of January we have this report in from 
Bakersfield, California. 


Bizarre Object Filmed In Daylight Sky Over Bakersfield, 
California, 4" January 


A truly strange aerial anomaly was witnessed during the 
afternoon of 4^ January in Bakersfield, California. Ac- 
cording to the witness, they and their father were lock- 
ing up their shop and getting ready to leave for the day 
when they noticed "something odd" overhead. At first, 
they believed they must be watching some plastic bags 
that had gotten caught in the wind and lifted in to the 
atmosphere. However, the more they watched, the 
more they realized it was something a little more out of 
the ordinary. 


At this point the witness alerted their father to the 
strange display above them. They both stood and 
watched it for a number of minutes, noting that it ap- 
peared to have risen from 1000 feet to around 15000 
feet before they lost sight of it. 


They managed to capture almost two minutes of footage 
of the bizarre object, which does appear to show some- 
thing truly strange. Whatever it may or may not be, it is 
certainly intriguing.

The first week of 2022 continued to provide unusual re- 
ports and ended with this from veteran researcher Scott. 
C. Waring. 


Disc-Shaped Object Over South Carolina, e^ January 


Waring, reported on a truly bizarre and intriguing 
sighting from Orangeburg, South Carolina on the evening 
of 6" January. According to Waring's report, the witness 
was a former USAF veteran with good knowledge of air- 
craft and aviation meaning that he "knew right away this 
was no manmade air craft". 


The witness stated in their report that he was smoking a 
cigarette in his front yard when he noticed the strange 
object. It came from behind the tress and was "pulsing 
multicoloured lights". Several seconds later, two orb-like 
objects came out of the object and began to blink red. 


The witness watched as the objects moved slowly and 
calmly overhead, eventually they disappeared over the 
backwoods that overlooked the rear of his property. 


What is perhaps interesting — given the connections be- 
tween UFOs and water — is that these backwoods led to 
swampland. Waring would state it was his belief that the 
footage was "100 percent real" that that he could find 
“no indication of it being a fake". You can make up your 
own mind and view the footage in the video LINK HERE.

On the morning of 18^ January in Bullhead City, Arizona, 
an employee at Davis Camp County Park witnessed a 
bizarre object in the sky while he was doing his morning 
rounds. He would describe the object as a "brilliant sta- 
tionary light" that appeared out of the clouds. 


He would estimate in his report to MUFON that the ob- 
ject was approximately 40 to 50 miles away. What's 
more, it appeared to be "strobing or spinning" through- 
out the sighting. The witness managed to capture sever- 
al moments of footage on his mobile phone. The footage 
is indeed intriguing, which you can view for yourself at 
the LINK HERE. 


We turn now to an intriguing case from the United King- 
dom. 


Orange Light Moving Over Darlington, England, 
19" January 


A little over 24 hours later in Darlington, England, a local 
resident managed to capture footage of a strange red 
orb that pulsated as it moved in the sky. The witness 
couldn't see any engines or hear other sounds from the 
object and the red light remained constant throughout. 


Little else is known of the incident and while there could 
indeed be rational explanations for the object, the foot- 
age — which you can see at this LINK HERE — is certainly 
interesting, or is it simply a video of a star in the night 
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sky? 


A bizarre cloud like formation was seen over Corpus 
Christie, Texas on the 20th January. 


On the afternoon of 20" January in Corpus Christi, Texas, 
a local resident noticed a strange cloud overhead and 
began to watch it. The more they did so, however, the 
more they realized it was "growing and got really 
bright". It then promptly disappeared. The witness re- 
called that there was no other clouds in the sky at the 
time. 


The witness further recalled that the sun was in a differ- 
ent part of the sky to where the object was and that the 
moon wasn't visible. They had managed to record sever- 
al seconds of footage of the anomalous object but then 
stopped the recording so they could contact a friend 
who lived around 20 miles away to see if they could also 
see it. They could. The witness's girlfriend witnessed the 
strange anomaly also. 


The witness checked local flight information and could 
found nothing to explain the unusual cloud formation, 
neither were there any planes in the area at the time of 
the incident. And even if there were this would not ex- 
plain why it simply disappeared. The witness also men- 
tioned in his report that there was a naval air base near- 
by, but whether there is a connection is unknown. 


Object Spotted Over Jakarta, Indonesia, 23" January 


An intriguing report takes us to Indonesia. At around 
2:30 am on 23 January in Jakarta, Indonesia a local resi- 
dent managed to capture a photograph of a blue, spheri- 
cal object after spotting the anomaly while simply look- 


ing at the moon. They noticed the shining object and 
realized it wasn't a star but rather something solid that 
was reflecting the light of the moon. Although they were 
uncertain of exactly what the object was, they did con- 
sider that it might have been "some kind of spaceship". 
The photograph does appear to show something in the 
sky. However, whether it is a genuine solid craft or not 
remains open to debate. You can see that photograph 
below left and make up your own mind.

An intriguing piece of video footage surfaced in Ithaca, 
New York on 26" January only hours later when a local 
witness and some friends were sledding at just after 11 
pm on the night in question at Ithaca College. As they did 
so, they noticed a strange orb appear in the sky over- 
head. The light was moving, but the witness was almost 
certain that what they were looking at was not an air- 
craft. Then, two more lights appeared, each orange like 
the first one, and all but confirmed that whatever they 
lights were, they were something very strange. As they 
appeared, the first light disappeared from sight. The two 
remaining lights remained visible for around two 
minutes before they too suddenly disappeared.

Strange Object Hovers For Two Hours Over Islamabad, 
Pakistan, 26" January 


January in total 20 interesting and or unusual reports . 
Due to space restrictions not all are featured here. 


February 2022 proved to be just as busy as the first four 
weeks of the year in terms of UAP/UFO sightings. And 
once more, an entire array of aerial anomalies had been 
witnessed around the globe — from bizarre glowing orbs 
to strange discs, and triangular objects. Regardless of 
what is going on in the world, sightings of strange ob- 
jects above us continue to be seen.

We begin with the first report from Ukraine. 


Bizarre Glowing Object Witnessed Over Odessa, 
Ukraine, early-February 


Although the exact date is not known, a sighting of two 
glowing objects hovering over the city of Odessa in 
Ukraine at some point in early February is extremely in- 
teresting, perhaps not least due to the events that are 
potentially about to unfold. 


Several researchers who have viewed the footage have 
determined the objects appeared to have been the size 
of a small van and they appear to be solid and possibly 
metallic. 


It is perhaps worth drawing attention once more to the 
potential conflict of the region, and whether these ob- 
jects were there in a monitoring capacity. After all, we 
know that sightings of strange, otherworldly objects ap- 
pear to increase in areas of conflict. The Russian invasion 
of Ukraine commenced on the 24th of February. The 
available footage is at this LINK HERE for you to make 
your own mind up. 


Flashing Object Over Brazil, 2nd February 


Multiple people on a beach in Brazil witnessed a glowing 
disc-like object in the early evening sky on 2i February. 
As the onlookers watched the object, it flashed several 
times, similar to how you might expect someone to sig- 
nal their presence. 


Multiple Strange Objects Over Taitung County, Taiwan, 
5" Feb 


According to a Chinese news report, just a little after 8 
pm on 5th February over Taitung County in Taiwan, resi- 
dents of the region witnessed several strange objects 
moving overhead. While it appears that some residents 
saw only a single object, others claimed to have seen as 
many as half a dozen. 


The objects first appeared over Zhiben and headed in 
the direction of Da Nan. One witness claimed that “two 
luminous bodies turned into six luminous bodies at 
once”. Furthermore, the strange glowing objects had the 
ability to travel in all directions as well as flick them- 
selves on and off. Even stranger, despite this fantastic 
aerial display, no sound whatsoever came from the ob- 
jects, which instead moved in complete silence. They 
were visible for just short of five minutes before it ap- 
peared to vanish, as if into thin air.

Fireball-Like Object Captured On Camera In Alta, Nor- 
way, 10" February 


Norway and other Scandinavian countries have long ex- 
perienced unusual sightings. Take for example the mys- 
terious ‘Ghost Rockets’ of 1946. 


Fireball-Like Object Captured On Camera In Alta, 
Norway, 10°" February 


A particularly intriguing incident came from Alta in Nor- 
way on 10? February when Magnus Johnsen managed to 
capture footage of a bizarre green glowing ob- 

ject moving across the mid-afternoon sky. 


Johnsen would tell the local media that he was parked 
outside the local high school when he noticed a "green 
line come across the sky". He immediately reached for 
his phone and began filming it. He would further de- 
scribe it as "flying low" and at "insane speed". What's 
more, judging from the comments and posts on social 
media, Johnsen wasn't the only person to have wit- 
nessed the strange event. 


Another witness, Hans Idar Haldorsen, also managed to 
capture what appears to be the same object on the 
dashcam of his car in Peska. 


As we might imagine, there has been much debate as to 
what the object may or may not have been since it ap- 
peared online. Some people have put forward that it 
was most likely a meteor, while others maintain that it 
was something a little more unusual.

Star like objects seen over Texas on 11" Feb. 
Several Lights Witnessed Over Phoenix, Arizona, 14" Feb 


A Strange Objects Filmed Over Electric City, Bangalore, 
India, 14^ February 


On the same day as the sighting above, in India in Elec- 
tric City, multiple people witnessed two separate UFOs 
moving across the sky. The first objects, which glowed 
considerably, was followed by a smaller, spherical ob- 
ject, which also glowed. There has been speculation 
from some that the footage recorded shows the end 
result of a rocket launch. However, there is nothing in 
official records to suggest any such launches took place 
on the night in question, it would appear the person 
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who filmed the sightings did indeed capture something 
truly out of the ordinary.

Orb-Like Object Witnessed Over Oahu, Hawaii, 
15" Feb 


Webcam footage from Oahu in Hawaii captured on 
15^ February appeared to show an orb-like object 
emerging from the clouds. The object was noticed by 
veteran UFO researcher Scott C. Waring who further 
discovered that several people in the area had also no- 
ticed the object at the time. 


After coming into view the object went straight up into 
the sky eventually disappearing from sight. Witnesses 
in the area also reported seeing several F-22 jets head 
across the sky, as if in pursuit of the anomalous object.

Strange Orb Witnessed Over Kilauea Fish Market, 
Hawaii, 15" Feb 


On the very same day, an almost identical orb-like ob- 
ject was noticed over Kilauea Fish Market also in Ha- 
waii. The white object remained stationary in the after- 
noon sky and was visible for at least 30 minutes. 


An explosion of posts on social media showed many 
residents of the area had seen the object. One particu- 
larly intriguing post — especially when we keep the pre- 
vious sighting in mind — came from Karen Tilley, who 
claimed that "someone who works in aviation here on 
the island received communications that there were F- 
22s intercepting a UFO". Even more amazing, Tilley 
would continue that her aviation contact has told her 
that "the UFO is many miles offshore from Princeville 
over the ocean". 


Another social media user suggested that it was "not a 
star because as the sun went down it became less visi- 
ble" eventually disappearing completely. It is almost 
certain that the orb witnessed over Kilauea Fish Market 
was the same that was witnessed over Oahu a short 
time earlier. Even more amazing, another almost iden- 
tical object was witnessed in the early hours of the fol- 
lowing day, which is where we will turn our attention 
next. 


Orb-Like Object Spotted Over Lanikai Beach, Oahu, 
Hawaii, 16" Feb 


At 2:56 am in the early hours of 16" February near 


Lanikai Beach in Oahu, Hawaii, a strange, glowing 
spherical object was picked up on the live webcam 
which monitors two small volcanoes off the coast of 
the island. The object appears to be falling, at first, like 
a meteor before it levels out somewhat and appears 
like an intelligently controlled vehicle. What’s more, it 
appeared to be moving in the sky as if it was circling, 
which it did three times in total. On the final flyover, it 
lowered its altitude somewhat, with the water showing 
the object’s reflection. It hovered in place for several 
seconds before disappearing into the distance. 


Whatever the object was, remains unknown. However, 
given the time of night the recording was made, it is 
highly unlikely to be a plane or helicopter. See the LINK

Next we travel to Mount Etna in Italy. 


Metallic Disc-Like Object Filmed Over Mount Etna, 
Italy, 21* Feb 


Scott C Waring draws our attention to another intri- 
guing piece of footage that was captured on the Mount 
Etna webcam on 21* February. According to Waring 
“the UFO was caught shooting out of the volcano so 
fast that it was only caught on the video in a few 
frames". Indeed, this would have been so fast that 
would have likely been undetectable to the human eye. 


Waring continues that he first noticed the object, 
which appeared like a thick, metallic disc, and thought 
it might have been nothing more than a bird. Then, 
however, as he continued to study the footage, he no- 
ticed two birds flying past in the frame, and they 
“looked nothing like the UFO”. 


Also noticeable that the disc appeared particularly blur- 
ry. According to Waring, this is because of the propul- 
sion system and is merely an unintended consequence 
as proposed to a purposeful one. What’s more, Waring 
offers his thoughts on how these bases — which he 
offers are located several miles beneath the base of the 
volcano — are accessed. He claims that as the craft low- 
ers into the volcano, a shield is activated around it 
which protects it from the obviously hellish elements 
inside. As the ship lowers further, a tunnel temporarily 
opens allowing the craft access to the base deep below 
the volcano. 


Whether Waring is correct and whatever the object is, 
it is yet another example of a strange, seemingly intelli- 
gently controlled craft appearing near or over a volca- 
no. Is there a genuine connection between the two, 
and do many such volcanos around the world really 
harbour advanced alien bases? See the footage at this

Solid Object Witnessed And Filmed Over Islamabad, 
Pakistan, 22" February 


According to a one-time resident of Birmingham in the 
United Kingdom, Arslan Warraich, he witnessed a bizarre, 
black round object over Islamabad in Pakistan. And 
what’s more, he managed to capture over 12 minutes of 
footage of it, as well as taking multiple pictures as it re- 
mained in view for over two hours. 


He would recall that with “the naked eye it seemed like a 
black round rock”. However, when Warraich zoomed in 
on the object, he “could see it was roughly the shape of a 
triangle” that had a “clear bulge on the top towards the 
back”. He explained that the object was “solid black and 
had no sharp edges”. He added that it “wasn’t reflecting 
too much light” and that “no lights were emanating from 
it”. 


He would dismiss that the object was a bird or evena 
drone. And he claimed that it “made no sense” for the 
military to be operating secretly in this particular area of 
the city. 


Many who viewed the footage, as well as still frames 
from it, were extremely impressed with the clarity of the 
image. Of more importance, many people claimed to 
have seen similar objects from various different parts of 
the world. See image bottom left.

Triangular UFO Captured On Film Over Albany, 
New York, 24" Feb 


On the same evening, on the other side of the Atlantic 
Ocean in Albany, New York, at around 7:30 pm a local 
resident managed to capture several minutes of footage 
of a seemingly triangular-shaped object moving through 
the sky. He would state in his report that he saw a 
“weirdly flashing light in the sky” before he noticed a tri- 
angular object. He watched the object for several 
minutes, managing to capture footage of it. Follow this

February contained 16 interesting and or unusual re- 
ports. 


During March 2022 In Ukraine unusual flying objects 
were seen but because of the war between Russia and 
Ukraine we will not count these toward the month total. 


Glowing Orb-Like UFO Over Hamburg, Germany, 
1* March 


In Hamburg, Germany, just short of two minutes worth of 
footage was captured of an orb-like object. While 
tempting to dismiss the sighting as that of a planet or a 
bright star until the object suddenly appears to flash. It 
isn't clear if this is a flash of light emitted by the unknown 
craft, or whether it is the evening sun reflected from its 
exterior. There has been much debate online as to what 
the object might have been. However, we should note 
that many sightings are on record, along with many pho- 
tographs and video footage of almost identical previously 
seen, objects. It could very well be the fact that this is 
some kind of behemoth-like mothership that is much 
further away than we might initially suspect. LINK HERE. 


Multiple Reports Of Strange Objects Over Ireland, 
1* March 


There were several reports from different locations 
around Ireland — including Sligo, Donegal, and Leitrim — 
of strange and "creepy" objects moving overhead on the 
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evening of 1* March. Although exact details of the ob- 
ject differed, a general description was of something 
that “V-shaped, silent, and very bright”. 


One witness to the bizarre events was one-time X-Factor 
contestant, Tabby Callaghan, who took to Twitter and 
stated he had “just seen a huge UFO” go over his house. 
He would continue that it was “shaped like a B-52 
stealth” and that it was “huge and silent”. 


When Callaghan spoke to Ocean FM a short time later, 
he would elaborate somewhat, stating that he was 
smoking a cigarette outside at the time when he first 
noticed the object. After initially thinking it was nothing 
more than a “flock of geese” he quickly came to the con- 
clusion that what he was looking at was altogether more 
unusual. 


He would continue that the object was best described as 
being like “an upside-down W — except it looked like it 
was made of light”. He also recalled that it was “much 
lower than even a domestic flight”. The object continued 
directly over the top of his and his girlfriend’s house 
(who also witnessed the incident) and did so very slowly 
and silently — something that he would describe as 
“creepy”. 


Although the one-time X-Factor star stopped short of 
saying it was an extra-terrestrial craft, he stated that “if 
it was military it was very, very high end”. He wasn’t the 
only witness, however. 


A person later listening to his radio interview would con- 
tact the station claiming they too saw a “massive UFO” 
go over their house, as did his wife. Similarly, he too 
would describe it was looking like a “stealth bomber” 
but added it was “kind of translucent”. 


Another witness in Leitrim claimed to have seen a “big 
light shining in the skies” at around 9 pm, while a resi- 
dent in Donegal claimed to have witnessed a similar ob- 
ject around an hour previously. 


Whether the objects were extra-terrestrial vehicles or 
some kind of top-secret military aircraft is open to de- 
bate. That something strange was over Ireland that 
evening, however, surely isn’t. 


Golden Coloured Object Over North Carolina, 2" March 


At around 5 am on 2™ March in Graham, North Carolina, 
a motorist noticed and pursued a golden, circular object 
that they would liken to a “mass of energy”. As well as 
witnessing the object physically, the witness was able to 
capture various videos of it, sometimes pulling over to 
the side of the road to do so. These range from several 


seconds to several minutes. He would state in his report 
that he had the feeling that whatever the object was, it 
was aware of him. 


The witness further recalled that the object appeared to 
change sizes several times, as well as changing colour, 
going from a steady white glow, to flashing multiple col- 
ours and then returning to white once more. 


Unfortunately, although the object was recorded on vid- 
eo and submitted to UFO researcher, William Puckett, it 
has not been made public (as per the witness's request). 
Incidentally, it is Puckett's opinion that the object is 
most likely the planet Venus, which would have been 
relatively low in the sky at the time and date of the 
sighting. 


UFO With Green Light Beam Over Mauna Kea Volcano, 
Hawaii, 7^ March 


Veteran UFO researcher, Scott Waring was sent some 
intriguing footage that appears to show a glowing UFO 
flying over Mauna Kea Volcano in Hawaii on the evening 
dated above. The object appears to project or leave be- 
hind it, a trail of glowing green light. 


As Waring points out, the object appears to be moving 
much too slowly to be a meteor. It also appears to be 
under intelligent control instead of simply hurtling 
through the atmosphere perhaps as one would expect if 
a natural explanation exists. It is worth pointing out that 
many UFO sightings are reported over or near volcanos, 
leading many researchers to suggest that somewhere 
deep inside these ancient active mountains, alien bases 
of some kind likely exists.

Strange Glowing Object Over Dallas, Texas, 7^ March 


On the same evening in Dallas, Texas, a fast-moving 
glowing object was captured on video moving through 
the night sky. The witness claimed they were standing 
outside with their sister when they first noticed the 
strange object. Realizing it was something out of the or- 
dinary, the witness reached for their phone and began 
filming. 


It eventually disappeared into the cloud, and although 
they waited for several moments for it to reemerge, it 
failed to do so. The witness also added that the object 
was "bigger, brighter, (and) faster, and had more lights" 
than can be appreciated in the video.

On the afternoon of 13°” March in Tokyo, Japan, a mo- 
torist happened to look skyward and noticed a bizarre, 
glowing disc-shape object following a passenger plane. 
The witness managed to capture several minutes of 
the sighting on video. The footage clearly shows the 
object catch up to the plane, slow down, and then al- 
low itself to fall back. What the object was doing is 
open to debate. However, it would appear to have 
been some kind of analysis of the vehicle if one had to 
hazard a guess.

Strange Object Hovering Over Three Rivers, Michigan, 
20" March 


At around 5 pm on 20" March a resident of Three Riv- 
ers, Michigan saw an object in the sky that they be- 
lieved to be a "small airplane". However, the more 
they focused on it, the more they realized it had no 
wings, and appeared to be moving much faster than 
they would expect a aero-plane to do. 


They managed to capture a picture of the object be- 
fore it disappeared from sight. The witness claimed 
that when the object turned in the air, they could see a 
"ring around the middle". It also appeared to have a 
reddish tint to its exterior.

V-Shaped Object Over Ho Chi Minh City, Vietnam, 
21* March 


A particularly intriguing sighting commenced around 
7:30 pm on the 21* March 2022, over Ho Chi Minh City 
in Vietnam. On this particular night, a father and son 
were walking outside of their apartment when the 
young boy alerted his father to something strange in 
the evening sky. 


When the witness looked up, he could see a bizarre 
object in a V-shape moving through the skies. He re- 
called how the object was hard to keep in sight as it 
almost blended into the night sky. The pair also deter- 
mined that it made no sound whatsoever and moved 
in complete silence. It appeared as though the edges of 
the craft were sharp and precise. They also recalled 
how the exterior — dark though it was — had a bizarre 
"shimmering" effect that appeared to the witness as 
though there was a haze around it. What's more, this 
shimmering appeared to trail behind the object also 
making the sky appear like water that the object was 
cutting through. 


The young boy also recalled that he noticed small or- 
ange lights that looked to be in the object underside 
which clearly formed the V outline. Even more intri- 
guing, the young boy — who the witness admitted had 
better eyesight than he — claimed he could see a cube- 
like object that appeared to be following the main 
craft. 


The pair continued to watch the strange aerial display, 
noting that the object (or objects) was heading toward 
the Saigon River. It moved at a "modest speed" and in 
a perfectly straight line. It eventually faded out of 
sight. It had been in sight for approximately no more 
than 30 seconds in total. 


Although they were not sure how high the object was, 
the witness had reason to believe that it was not at all 
close to the ground, suggesting that it was a particular- 
ly large craft. 


It is worth noting that the witness holds a private pilots 
license and is also an amateur sky-watcher, so he is 
relatively experienced with terrestrial aircraft. He is 
certain that the object he and his son witnessed that 
evening was unlike anything they had previously seen.

Bizarre Object Separates Into Two Objects Over Dubai, 
22"* March 


On the evening of 22"? March over Dubai, a resident 
managed to capture footage of a fireball-like object that 
split into two separate objects. The witness uploaded 
the video to social media asking if anyone else had wit- 
nessed the objects. 


There are some who believe the object is likely a meteor 
or even space debris which was breaking up as it re- 
entered the Earth's atmosphere. However, others have 
pointed out that the object appears to be traveling at a 
purposeful angle as opposed to falling.

Bizarre “Searchlight” Over Popocateptl Volcano, Mexi- 
co, 29" March 


Yet another sighting was recorded over the volcano at 
Popecateptl in Mexico in the early hours of 29 March 
at just before 5 am. The footage — captured on live cam 
— shows what appears to be a huge searchlight appear- 
ing from above, not unlike searchlights that many UFO 
witnesses have reported shining down from various ob- 
jects. 


It is clear from the footage that the light that it is of sig-

Strange Object Filmed On Ring Camera In Bakersfield, 
California, 31* March 


Some of the reports during March have not been includ- 
ed because of the location of their sighting in the Rus- 
sian and Ukraine warzone. But, March provided 19 re- 
ports of note. 


During April 2022 UFO sightings continued at a pace as 
April has unfolded. And as in previous months in 2022, 
they come from around the world and feature various 
different objects, and even a floating 10-foot-tall human- 
oid entity. Indeed, as interest in UFO sightings and alien 
encounters continues around the globe, so do the re- 
ports. 


Although April 1st is associated with all fools day this 
wasn't the case with he following sighting in Japan. 


Dark Disc-Shaped Object Over Tokyo, Japan, 1*' April 


There are very few details known about this event, and 
intriguing piece of footage which was captured on the 
afternoon of 1* April in Tokyo, Japan. The disc appears 
to be moving at quite an accelerated pace. However, 
when footage is slowed down, not only can the object 
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clearly be seen to be disc-shaped, but it appears to be 
pulsating somewhat, and emitting a bizarre, glowing 
light around itself.

Perhaps one of the strangest reports came from Plym- 
outh in Massachusetts on 1* April when a local woman, 
who had fallen asleep watching television, noticed a 
bizarre light coming from her homes loft. Realizing her 
husband was asleep (and so eliminating him from being 
in the loft and being responsible for the glow) she 
turned off all of the lights but was now a little shocked 
that the bizarre circle of light remained.

Triangular Craft Spotted Over Luton, United Kingdom, 
2"? April 


During the afternoon of gn April in Luton in the United 
Kingdom, a witness happened to be looking up when 
they spotted two triangular craft in the sky. Each was 
traveling along the exact same flight path, with one fol- 
lowing the other. 


The objects themselves appear to be bright white, alt- 
hough it is not certain whether they are perhaps of a 
shiny, metallic exterior that is simply reflecting the sun- 
light. For their part, the witness simply stated they 
weren't sure what it was, but it was "not a balloon or a 
plane".

Crashing UFO Over Lazy Mountain, Alaska, 7'" April 


On the other side of the Pacific in Alaska, a resident of 
Palmer, Mattias Ahlvin, witnessed a bizarre object that 
appeared to be crashing to earth when he went to start 
his car in the morning. He told a local news station that 
as he looked up, he saw a strange "smoke column" that 
was streaking across the sky. 


He immediately grabbed his phone, and began snapping 
pictures of the strange object. He thought, at least to 
begin with, that he was viewing a plane about to crash, 
which caused to make an immediate report of what he 
was seeing. 


According to an investigation by the National Weather 
Service, it was likely that what he had seen was a 
"condensation trail from an airplane that was illuminat- 
ed by the rising sun". As you might imagine, there are 
many who do not agree with this assessment, with al- 
ternative explanations ranging from a crippled alien 
spacecraft, a meteor, to a secret military rocket launch 
or vehicle. For now, the sightings remains a mystery. 


Bizarre Silver Object Over Bowie, Arizona, 10^ April 


At around 1 pm on 10^ April in Bowie, Arizona, a local 
resident spotted a strange silver, curved object mov- 
ing high above them in the afternoon sky. The witness 
was driving with friends in the nearby mountain rang- 
es, and at first thought the object was nothing but a 
balloon. However, they quickly realized it was moving 
much too fast to be a balloon, and furthermore, they 
also noted that stopped and remained motionless on 
several occasions. 


Amazingly, the object remained visible for several hours, 
with the witness estimating it was at a distance of 
around 50 miles from them.

It isn't clear if anyone else witnessed the figure, nor is it 
clear if the whole event was some kind stunt or hoax.

One of the most interesting pieces of footage came 
courtesy of skyline webcam live stream of the moun- 
tains in Muizenberg in South Africa, which captured a 
strange-looking object passing over the rugged terrain at 
just after 6 :40 am local time. 


It is uncertain if the object was a meteor or a mechani- 
cal, nuts-and-bolts craft. However, the footage has 
sparked quite a debate online and on social media. It 
appears as though the object changes direction slightly, 
as well as tilting, which would largely discount that it 
was a naturally falling object.

Spherical Shaped Object Witnessed Over Las Vegas,

During the afternoon of 18" April in Las Vegas, a resi- 
dent was alerted to something strange overhead by a 
sudden sound like that of an approaching jet. They 
instinctively reached for their phone and set it to rec- 
ord. However, when they focused in the area the 
sound was coming from, they were confronted with a 
sphere or disc-shaped object moving over the city. 


It is not clear if the object is indeed an extra-terrestrial 
craft or top-secret military vehicle (Nellis Air Force Base 
is only ashort distance away).

On the same day as the sighting in Las Vegas, during a 
live broadcast of a spacewalk on the International Space 
Station, a mysterious, unknown craft was spotted in the 
background just above the planet. 


Although some who have viewed it have questioned 
whether the object was a SpaceX capsule, as veteran 
UFO researcher, Scott Waring points out, this would be 
in transit during a planned spacewalk for obvious safety 
reasons.

only 10 minutes earlier at 9:50 pm, a similar glowing 
object was witnessed that the witness described as look- 
ing like an aerial caterpillar with twinkling lights. 


The witness would further offer comment that the ob- 
ject was not moving very fast, and it appeared to be 
climbing into the sky in the same way an airplane would 
before disappearing into the clouds. It is perhaps likely 
that these were also star-link satellites. However, you 
can view a picture of the sighting below and make up 
your own mind.

Although there are no pictures of it, a sighting in Fort 
Pierce, Florida on the 25^ April is certainly worthy of 
inclusion here. According to the report, at around 1 am 
on the night in question, the witness claimed to have 
seen two triangular crafts, each with blinking red, yel- 
low, and blue lights. 


Although there is little further detail to this incident, the 
witness did also reveal that he had seen similar objects 
and triangular light formations for the previous four 
weeks leading to the sighting he reported. 


Due to his interest in stargazing, the witness also has a 
reasonable knowledge of the skies, and is certain that 
what he witnessed was something truly out of the ordi- 
nary.

Bright Lights In A Rectangle Formation Over Montana, 
29" April 


Another sighting report that unfortunately has no video 
footage or pictures unfolded in Lincoln, Montana at a 
little after 10 pm on 29" April. The witness would state 
in their report that they first noticed the object moving 
slowly across the night sky. It appeared to be a decisively 
rectangular shape with lights around the outside edges. 


It remained in sight for around 30 seconds before it fad- 
ed out of sight, presumably as it entered the clouds. The 
witness noticed that whatever the object was, it re- 
mained silent throughout the encounter. Furthermore, 
they noticed no kinds of navigation lights as they would 
expect to see on an airplane or helicopter. 


The sighting remains, at least for now, a mystery. 


Tic-Tac-Shaped UFO Ascending Over Sydney, Australia, 
29" April 


A particularly interesting sighting occurred during the 
early evening of 29^ April in Sydney, Australia when an 
object shaped like a tic-tac was spotted ascending with 
great speed into the sky. A vapor trail of some kind was 
being emitted from the object as it climbed higher into 
the sky. 


Aside from this apparent propulsion, no such things as 
wings, navigation lights, or any markings to identify its 
origin were visibly present suggesting that whatever it is, 
it is certainly not a conventional aircraft. LINK HERE. 


Boomerang-Shaped Object Reported Over 
British Columbia, Canada, 30" April 


At 9:45 pm on 30" April in British Columbia, Canada, six 
people were sitting around a campfire in their backyard 
looking up at the starry skies above. However, as they 
were picking out star constellations, they noticed a 
^whitish, transparent-looking boomerang-shaped ob- 
ject" moving overhead. The witness further described 
the object's appearance as "vapoury". 


It appeared as though the object was traveling at a low 
altitude, perhaps a short distance above the treetops. 
They contemplated if the mysterious craft might be a 
plane or another conventional aircraft, however, due to 
the lack of navigational lights they quickly ruled this out. 
The more they studied the object, the more they could 
tell that the glow coming from the object was the result 
of many individual lights along the vehicle's exterior. 


The object appeared to be completely silent, although 


all of those present could hear the sound of an airplane's 
engine, but they believed this was coming from else- 
where in the sky.

May 2022, once again brought in late sightings from ear- 
lier months but again they are not shared at this time. 


Spinning Object Filmed Over Albany, 3'* May 


At a little after midnight on 3 May over Albany, Geor- 
gia, a local resident witnessed and managed to film foot- 
age of a "bright, pulsating, spinning bright light" in the 
night sky overhead. They would state in their report that 
the object glowed different colours, sometimes white, 
other times green, and other occasions, red. 


They would further state that the 'thing' was stationary 
for the majority of the sighting, although it would move 
erratically on occasion. 


When checks were carried out to see if the object might 
have been a planet, it was found that no such celestial 
bodies were visible at this time and in this part of the sky 
on the night in question. Whether it is a genuine extra- 
terrestrial craft or not, however, is open to debate. You 
can see that video footage at the LINK HERE. 


Strange Object Over Dublin, Ireland, 3' May 
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Earlier that day across the Irish Sea in Dublin, Ireland, 
according to a local media report, David Kenny spotted 
and managed to capture several seconds of film of an 
unidentified object and strange light beams in the late 
evening skies. 


Kenny claimed that the object was “massive” and that 
he immediately realized he had to get his phone in or- 
der to try to capture footage of it. What’s more, Kenny 
would state that he had witnessed strange objects over 
the city before, including a white, orb-like craft coming 
out of the clouds earlier this year. He claimed, on this 
occasion, the object had “sat in the sky” for several 
minutes before disappearing when the sound of two 
military planes were heard in the distance. 


It is worth noting that Dublin has had several sightings 
over recent years, perhaps most famously during 2018 
when a British Airways pilot witnessed a UFO pass in 
front of his airliner in the middle of the afternoon over 
the city. 


Disc-Shaped Object Over Venice Beach, California, 
7 May 


A particularly intriguing sighting occurred over Venice 
Beach in California on the afternoon of 7 May, and 
what's more, the witness managed to capture just un- 
der 60 seconds worth of footage of it. 


According to their report, two friends were at the 
beach on the afternoon in question when they first no- 
ticed something strange in the sky overhead. At first, 
they thought the object might be a blimp, but they 
quickly realized it was something altogether stranger. 


Bizarrely, despite the sighting taking place in the middle 
of the day and the beach having other residents on it, 
only the pair of witnesses seemed to notice the bizarre 
craft. The witness would also recall that it appeared as 
though they could feel a strange energy coming from it. 
Furthermore, the object appeared to be made of a me- 
tallic exterior, and it also appeared as though 
there was second section to the apparent craft at 
the back of it (and consequently, out of the wit- 
ness's sight). The footage is certainly intriguing — 
quite possibly some of the best footage of recent 
months.

White Object Over Fort Meyers Beach, Florida, 
8" May 


At just before 6 pm on g^ May over Fort Meyers 


Beach in Florida, a witness noticed a strange, glowing 
white object hovering in the sky overhead. They 
claimed it was visible — in the same position — for 
around an hour. 


The witness eventually captured a photograph of the 
object, which appears to be in the shape of a S. Howev-

White, Glowing Object Witnessed Over Deerfield 
Beach, Florida, 9" May 


A picture of a white, glowing object was captured over 
Deerfield Beech in Florida at a little after 2 pm on the 
afternoon of 9" May. 


Unfortunately, there are very few actual details of the 
sighting, other than the witness watched the object for 
around 20 minutes in total, managing to capture the 
picture of it, which you can see below. It would appear 
to be much to early to be a star or a planet, and much 
too high to be a drone.

Orb-Like Object Filmed Over California, 9'" May 


In the United States, at around 2 pm in Orange, Califor- 
nia, a local resident managed to capture footage of a 
strange orb-like object overhead as they stood in the 
backyard. What’s more, they had witnessed these 
strange orbs before in the previous weeks.

Unidentified Object Spotted Hovering Over Knoxville, 
Tennessee, 11™ May 


On the evening of 11^ May in Knoxville, Tennessee, res- 
idents of the city witnessed a "mystery flying object" 
moving high in the skies above them. One resident, who 
happens to be a photographer, Nate Nelson (of Nate 
Nelson Photography) managed to capture the bizarre 
object on camera, even managing to get the moon in 
the shot to provide perspective. 


Initially, there was a buzz about just what the object 
might be, and if it might be extra-terrestrial in nature. 
However, a company named FlightAware that tracks all 
domestica and international flights, claimed the object 
was nothing more than an Alphabet Loon Balloon — es- 
sentially a device that looks to assist in faster Internet 
speeds and increasing access. 


However, a representative for the company claimed 
that they were not quite sure who owned the balloon, 
and noted that it was flying erratically. Further investi- 
gations might suggest that the balloon — if indeed that 
is what it was — was part of some king of experimental 
technology or aircraft as opposed to being a device to 
increase internet access. 


Whatever the truth of the matter, while some still sug- 
gest the object could have been an alien craft, it would 
appear that the reality of this sighting might reside a 
little closer to home. 


Strange, Round Object Over Mount Eden, Kentucky, 
12" May 


Between midnight and 5 am on the [2^ May, three bi- 
zarre, round glowing objects were witnessed moving in 
a strange way of Mount Eden in Kentucky. 


The witness claimed they noticed the objects — at first 
appearing to be one large, glowing sphere - that then 
separated into the three separate orbs. They would 
move around the sky for several moments before com- 
ing back together as one large object once more. This 
would continue, on and off, for several hours. 


The witness noted in their report that Fort Knox Army 
Base is near to where the orbs were seen. However, 
judging from how the glowing objects moved in the sky, 
they were doubtful that they were any kind of terrestri- 
al vehicle. They did manage to capture a picture of the 
aerial anomaly, which you can see below.

Glowing Object Witnessed Over Norman, Oklahoma, 
12" May 


A recent MUFON report tells of a sighting of five 
glowing objects that were filmed moving over Nor- 
4 man, Indiana on the evening of 13" May. 


According to the witness, he and his wife were at 
their home when they noticed a glowing, orang ob- 


ject traveling from south to north overhead. What’s 
more, after this object had disappeared, four more ob- 
jects appeared one at a time, all heading in the exact 
same direction. Although the witness didn’t manage to 
get the first object on film, they were successful with 
the other four. 


Bizarre Glowing Object Over Visalia, California, 
17" May 


Although there is very little information about the 
sighting, a picture of a strange, glowing lined object was 
captured at around 9:30 pm on 17" May over Visalia, 
California. The local resident claimed they were in their 
back yard at the time of the sighting, and managed to 
capture the curious craft on their camera phone before 
it disappeared. 


They also claimed that this was the second time they 
had witnessed the same bizarre object in recent 
months. What it might be is unknown. It is, however a 
very intriguing picture which you can see here.

Bizarre Mist-Covered Craft Witnessed Over Novato, Cali- 
fornia, 18^" May 


Obscure Object Witnessed Flying Over Newcastle, 
United Kingdom, 19" May 


According to a local media platform report, a man from 
Newcastle in the northeast of England, 49-year-old, Ste- 


phen Wilson, witnessed a bizarre object "tumbling" 
through the sky on 19^ May. He immediately reached 
for his phone and began filming the aerial anomaly. 


Wilson would tell the local media outlet, he had not long 
been home from work and was about to hang his re- 
cently washed work clothes on the washing line outside 
in the yard when something sparkling in the sky cap- 
tured his attention. At first, he thought it might be an 
escaped party balloon but the more he looked at the 
strange object, the more he realized it was something a 
little stranger than an inflatable party object. 


At this point, the witness called out to his sister who 
happened to be visiting. She came outside and wit- 
nessed the strange object also. Wilson would further 
recall that "there was no sound", not least of an engine. 
After several moments, the object began to increase its 
speed and began to disappear into the distance. 


Although Wilson was not certain of what exactly the 
object might have been, he was certain that "it wasn't a 
plane, it wasn't helicopter, and it wasn't a balloon", 
elaborating that it was likely “a UFO or some sort of ex- 
perimental drone". 


Wilson would further offer that when he had shared the 
video on a local UFO web forum, he heard of reports of 
a sighting of a similar object at around the same time 
elsewhere in the city. According to the witnesses of that 
sighting, many car alarms directly underneath the anom- 
alous craft began sounding as it passed over.

Sightings of note seemed to fizzle out quite earlier then 
normal in May with this being the last of real note. 


Circular Craft Witnessed Over Mathews, Alabama, 
24^ May 


May 2022 numbers of sightings dropped to only 13? 
Could this be down to lack of sightings in general or to 
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the fact that has summer and springtime approach we 
spend more time enjoying ourselves then we do notic- 
ing what is above us, in the night time sky, it getting 
darker later? 


June 2022 sightings continued around the world. Again 
reports came in from previous months of 2022, but | do 
not include them in this list simply because of the dates 
when they were reported. For example in June 2022 a 
report came in from Connecticut, USA dated November 
1987. Far to late to do a comprehensive check or look 
for additional witnesses or information. 


Strange Object Pictured Over Thibodaux, Louisiana, 
2°" June 


Although there is little detailed information about the 
sighting, a picture captured at just before 6:45 pmin 
Thibodaux, Louisiana on 2"* June shows what appears 
to be a cigar or tablet-shaped object in the early even- 
ing sky. 


What is also of interest is that the object almost ap- 
pears to be cloaked somehow, as if trying to blend in 
with the sky itself (or perhaps this is merely the sky 
being reflected in some unknown exterior material). 


The witness did offer that whatever the object was, it 
didn’t make a sound throughout the sighting.

Strange Sighting Off The Coast Of Mexico, 17" June 


Although there is currently no publicly available photo- 
graphs of the sighting, one of the most intriguing inci- 
dents to unfold in June took place in the Gulf of Mexico 
off the Mexican coast just to the north of Cancun. 


The witness, along with several other people, were in a 
sailing vessel at around 9:30 pm on the night in ques- 
tion when they noticed "a string of 40 lights, two side- 
by-side, or 20 pairs all connected to a central spine". 
The lights were facing downward, and appeared to be 
in a V-formation, with them becoming closer to the 
spine the nearer the end of it. At the end of this spine, 
was just one flashing light. It was certainly unlike any- 
thing they had witnessed before. 


They would estimate that the object was at an approxi- 
mate altitude of 20,000 feet and was moving extremely 
quickly. What's more, it remained completely silent for 
the duration of the sighting. It further appeared to the 
witness that it was heading from the Texas region and 
out toward the Caribbean Sea. 


The object — and lights — remained in view for around 
three to four minutes, eventually appearing "like a cen- 
tipede" as it headed into the distance. They managed 
to capture several pictures of the object. However, at 
the time of writing, these pictures had yet to be made 
available. 


Witness Receives Burns 
Viewing An Anomalous 
Object, Tennessee, 
19" June 


At just after 3 am in the early 
hours of 19" June in Harro- 
gate, Tennessee, a local 
farmer was in one his barns 
delivering lambs. As he was 
doing so, he noticed the area 
near the barn was becoming 
slightly lighter. At first, he 
thought the moon must have 
come out from behind a 
cloud. However, when he 
looked up in the direction the 
moon would normally be, he 
saw instead a "burning cloud" 
that was indeed as bright as 
the moon, and appeared to 
be floating at around 10,000 
feet in the sky. 
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Uncertain about what he was seeing, but realizing it was 
indeed something strange, the witness radioed to his 
wife who was at a different part of the farm to see if she 
could see the aerial anomaly also. She could, and ac- 
cording to her, from her perspective, it appeared like a 
“big diamond ring”. 


When the witness looked upwards a while longer, he 
could see that the glow at 10,000 feet appeared to be 
made by an object that around 5000 to 10,000 feet 
higher. This solid object was shining a donut-like light 
down resulting in the glow that first caught his atten- 
tion. 


The object remained in place for approximately 10 
minutes, not making a sound. Then, it slowly moved 
away toward the east at a considerably slow pace. The 
witness would state in his report that "it was black 
setting the clouds or the air on fire and it was burning a 
red mist". The witness continued to watch the object 
until it disappeared from sight. 


However, when they arrived home just before 4 am, 
they happened to catch sight of themselves in the mir- 
ror. To their disbelief, their face appeared suddenly sun- 
tanned and both his arms and hands were extremely 
sensitive to touch. 


The witness realized he had seen something beyond 
unusual, and suspected it was either some kind of extra- 
terrestrial craft, or he suspected the "government (was) 
using microwaves to control (the) weather". If this was 
the case, he worried that he could have suffered harm 
that he was not aware, and that could it could possibly 
be much worse than just a sunburn. 


Unfortunately, there are no pictures or video of the 
sighting, but this one, as the months and years go by, 
could prove to be of particular importance. We should 
note that there are several UFO cases — some of which 
are quite well-known - that feature the respective wit- 
nesses suffering strange radiation-like burns. Is this an- 
other one? 


Golden Oval Object, Canal Fulton, Ohio, 23" June 


Another sighting that is interesting but unfortunately 
has no photographs or video footage unfolded in Canal 
Fulton in Ohio at just before 9 pm on 23" June. Accord- 
ing to the witness, she and her husband were outside 
their house watching a helicopter pass overhead. As 
they were doing so, however, they saw a strange “oval 
golden light shape” moving through the sky also. 


From their perspective, the light appeared to be a simi- 


lar size to a helicopter but was moving extremely quick- 
ly, much faster than a conventional aircraft. The object 
eventually passed the helicopter, leaving it behind as it 
headed off into the distance. There was no sound as it 
moved, and there didn’t appear to be any sign of a pro- 
pulsion system. 


By the time the pair had come to their senses regarding 
what they were witnessing, it was too late to reach for 
their phones in an attempt to capture a photograph. 
Just what the object might have been remains a mys- 
tery. 


Glowing Object Witnessed Moving Through The Sky, 
Washington State, 26" June 


Although there are no pictures of the incident, a sighting 
that occurred in the early hours of 26" June in Hoquiam, 
Washington is still very much worth mentioning here. 


The witness claimed in their report that they happened 
to be looking up at the night sky, clearly noting the cres- 
cent moon and the planet Venus. Then, as they were 
scanning the semi-dark sky in the early hours, they no- 
ticed something very bright — “brighter than Venus" — 
that appeared to hover among the stars. 


When the witness viewed this object with binoculars, 
they could see that it was made of something "highly 
reflective" and had a "flashlight type look". The witness, 
who was familiar with astronomy and the general posi- 
tioning of the stars was fairly certain what they had 
seen was something out of the ordinary. 


Orange Orbs Over Marysville, Washington, 30" June 


At around 11 pm on 30" June in Marysville, Washing- 
ton, a local resident was in their hot tub in their yard 
when they witnessed "two separate orange orbs travel- 
ing at different paces". As they moved, he also noticed 
that they appeared to change color. 


Sensing they could be witnessing something out of the 
ordinary, the witness quickly reached for their phone 
and began filming the bizarre sight above them, manag- 
ing to get around 60 seconds of footage. 


As we might imagine, there is some debate as to what 
these objects are. Might they be extra-terrestrial vehi- 
cles? Or could they, as some who have viewed the foot- 
age believe, be nothing more than Chinese lanterns? 


It is perhaps best that you make up your own minds.

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We can see once again a significant drop in reported 
sightings for the month of June, down to 6 of note glob- 
ally. 


July 2022 sightings of note, globally, increased in num- 
ber to 15. beginning with his account from the 4th of the 
month. 


Disc-Shaped Object Hovers Over Independence Day 
Fireworks Display, Michigan, 4^ July 


We might expect that given the number of fireworks 
that are set off throughout America on the 4^ July that 
there would be many mistaken sightings of UFOs. How- 
ever, one particularly intriguing sighting was sent to UFO 
researcher, Scott Waring, and appears to indeed show a 
solid-looking craft hovering over a firework display in 
Lapeer, Michigan. 


As Waring points out, it is at first tempting to suspect the 
object is a lens glare. However, we can see that the cam- 
era is being held still and steady, while the object itself is 
clearly moving in the sky. This rules out the possibility 
that what was captured was merely a glare. 


The witness stated in their report that they didn't notice 
the object at the time, and was simply filming the fire- 
works. However, when they looked at the footage later 
that evening, they spotted the strange object. Of course, 
whether the witness simply didn't notice the object at 
the time or whether it was cloaked to the human eye 
perhaps remains open for debate.

Anomalous Object Spotted Over A Denver Hotel, 
7? July 


On the evening of 7d July in Denver, Colorado, a hotel 
guest — who, incidentally, was in the city to attend the 
Mutual UFO Network conference, which was to be held 
the following day — witnessed a strange object hovering 
over the hotel they were staying. 


The witness stated in their report that the "bright light" 
appeared and then "stopped and started and hovered" 
for several minutes directly overhead. They were certain 
that it was not a drone or a plane. What's more, they 
had viewed many sightings of identical objects online 
and was fairly sure they were seeing something a little 
more out of the ordinary than a conventional aircraft. 


The witness managed to get a significant amount of foot- 
age of the object, which you can see LINK HERE.

Bizarre Object Spotted Over Maceio, Brazil, 10^ July 


According to another report submitted to UFO research- 
er, Scott Waring, a resident of Maceio in Brazil was 
sitting in their penthouse apartment which overlooks the 
sea when they spotted — and filmed — a strange object 
hovering over the water. The witness stated in his report 
that there had been "several sightings" of strange ob- 
jects in the region. 


Furthermore, they were more than familiar with planes 
and other conventional aircraft that often flew by the 
area, and were confident that what they witnessed was 
something a little more out of the ordinary.

Metallic Spherical Object Caught On Film Over Menlo 
Park, California, 10^ July 


During the afternoon of 10^ July in Menlo Park, Califor- 
nia, a local resident witnessed a bizarre, metallic sphere 
hovering in the sky overhead. It remained in sight for 
around 15 minutes, with the witness managing to cap- 
ture just short of a minute of footage of the aerial anom- 


aly. 


The witness — who was also with their mother, and their 
son — stated that after it had remained stationary for 
several minutes it slowly began to ascend higher into the 
sky. 


There is little else known about the sighting, but it is in- 
deed interesting, and you can see that footage in the 
video LINK HERE. 


“Tumbling Object" Over Los Angeles, 11" July 


At just after 10 pm on jM July in Los Angeles, California, 
the witness was in a friend's backyard as they observed 
the passing of the International Space Station when they 
noticed "something very unusual" in the night sky. In the 
direction of Vans Nuys Airport in San Fernando Valley 
was "a round disc" that appeared to be “flipping over 
and over, like a coin". 


The witness claimed to be able to see lights on the sides 
of the object, and that it appeared to be much lower in 
the sky that the space station. They remained where 
they were watching the object, eventually reaching for 
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their phone in order to film the aerial anomaly. Howev- 
er, by the time they had begun recording, the object 
was further away and the tumbling motion was now 
not as visible. 


The witness considered that the object might have 
been a drone, but ultimately dismissed the idea, claim- 
ing that all drones they had seen didn’t move anything 
at all like the object he witnessed that evening. LINK

Three Spherical Objects Over London 12th July 


The following day, in London, England, three spherical 
objects were spotted in the early evening sky, with pic- 
tures and footage promptly appearing online. 


Although the objects were described as balloons, it was 
also clear that they moved independently and were not 
at the mercy of the elements. They also had a metallic 
look to their exterior. As we might imagine, not every- 
one was as convinced as some. The sighting, however, 
is certainly intriguing. 


What is further interesting about the sighting, is that 
three days earlier on 9th July in nearby Hemel Hemp- 
stead, another local resident captured footage of very 
similar-looking objects overhead.

Two days later, on 14^ July back in London, yet another 
sighting unfolded, and once more it was captured on 
film.

CEV? Was A UFO "Called" To Appear In Independence, 
Missouri, 13 July 


Although we should perhaps treat the following sighting 
with at least a small pinch of salt, an intriguing incident 
of a UFO being "called" to appear was apparently rec- 
orded in Independence, Missouri on the evening of 

13" July. 


According to the witness, they and their brother were 
outside of their property observing the supermoon 
when they "decided to try the Quantum UFO Observa- 
tion Technique" - this is essentially, the apparent ability 


to telepathically summon a UFO. Amazingly, at least 
according to the witness, around two minutes later, a 
bright, glowing object appeared in the night sky, at 
which point the witness began to film it with the mobile 
phone. 


Incidentally, as bizarre as this account might sound, 
there are several accounts on record from people who 
believe they have had the ability to summon UFOs, 
while other, perhaps less sensational accounts, speak of 
an apparent telepathic connection in the vicinity of 
these mysterious objects.

Landed UFOs Spotted From A Plane Over Las Vegas, 
14" July 


One of the strangest pieces of footage was captured 
from a plane that had recently taken off from Las Vegas, 
Nevada on the afternoon of 14™ July. The witness stat- 
ed that shortly after leaving the runway and changing 
direction, he could see three large, bright, shiny objects 
on the ground. He would estimate that they were 
around 20 miles outside of the city itself. 


He immediately reached for his phone and began re- 
cording, although he would later state that the video 
footage "does not do justice to how bright these things 
were”. Although the witness accepted that was 
"probably a good explanation for them", at the time of 
the recording, their presence remains mysterious and 
exactly what they are remains unknown. LINK HERE. 


Strange Lights Over Woodland, South Carolina, 
18" July 


In Spartanburg, South Carolina, at around 10:30 pm on 
18^ July, the witness was at home which was off a quiet 
country road when they noticed multiple strange lights 
appearing to come out of the nearby woodland. 


The objects appeared to remain completely silent and 
were all moving in the same direction. Although the 
witness was uncertain if the objects were satellites, he 
was certain that they were not meteors or comets. LINK

Bizarre Object Captured On Film During A Storm In 
Greer, Ohio, 20" July 


Although there is little information on it, a short piece 
of video footage captured in Greer, Ohio on 20" July 
during a storm is certainly worthy of our attention here. 
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For a brief second or two, a strange, glowing, yellow 
object - that could be a disc shape — is seen appearing 
out of nowhere before vanishing seemingly into thin 
air. 


Just what this might have been is uncertain. Was it an 
alien craft, and if so, where exactly did it come from 

and disappear to? Or might it have been some bizarre 
natural phenomena that we simply don't understand?

Strange Object Zig-Zags In Sky Over Pennsylvania, 
21* July 


At around 10:30 pm on 21" July at Windsor in Pennsyl- 
vania, a witness and their mother were on the decking 
outside their home when their mother spotted some- 
thing moving in the night sky. When the witness turned 
their attention to where their mother was looking, they 
could see what appeared to be a star only it was mov- 
ing. They would state in their report how the object 
would move in a straight line before going into a zig-zag 
motion. As this happened, it would grow brighter and 
then dimmer. 


This would continue for around an hour, during which 
time, they would witness several intriguing details. Per- 
haps most noticeable, when an airplane flew in what 
appeared to be the same vicinity as the object (or cer- 
tainly where it would have been visible) it would act in 
a way that suggested it was attempting to disguise it- 
self, taking on the lights that you would typically see of 
an aircraft. The witness also reported that although 
they couldn't explain why they had the feeling that the 
intelligence behind this craft were fully aware it was 
being watched. 


At one point during the sighting, the object shot high 
into the air, appearing as though it would disappear 
before returning back to the altitude it had previously 
been. Throughout the sighting, whatever the object 
was, it remained completely silent. 


Unfortunately, there are no photographs or video foot- 
age of this particular sighting. 


Multiple Objects Spotted Near The International Space 
Station, 22nd July 


White Rectangle Witnessed Over Colorado, 29'^ July 
Although there are no photographs nor video footage 
available, a sighting from 29^ July in Eagle, Colorado is 


of interest. According to the report sent to William 
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Puckett, at around 4:45 pm on the day in question, the 
witness was driving along Brush Creek Road with the 
New York Mountain Range in the distance. He was only 
driving around 20 miles per hour, so he had ample time 
to take in the view, recalling that the sky was "half 
clouds and half blue sky". One cloud, though, a particu- 
larly dark one, caught the witness's attention. 


He would recall that he was looking at the center of the 
cloud when a "very large white rectangle shape object" 
came into view. The object was "suspended right in 
front of the cloud". The witness would recall that the 
object appeared very much like "a piece of white legal 
paper" with perfectly straight edges. 


The witness realized instantly that the object was not a 
normal aircraft and assumed that they were looking at 
something quite possibly extraterrestrial. By the time 
they had brought their car to a stop at the side of the 
road, the object appeared to be retreating back into the 
cloud, disappearing from view within seconds. 


Strange Glowing Red Object Over Huntington Beach, 
California, 30" July 


On the evening 30" July in Huntington Beach, Califor- 
nia, a resident was laying on the docks of Lake Stevens 
looking up at the sky in anticipation of a fireworks dis- 
play. However, instead of fireworks, they witnessed a 
“string of four lights” move across the sky. Around a 
minute later, an almost identical set of lights did the 
same. 


The witness managed to get several minutes of footage 
of the glowing objects, and while they were uncertain 
of what they were, they were sure they were not satel- 
lites of conventional aircraft. The video is indeed inter- 
esting, and very much worth examining.

Ball of Light Over Canoga Park, California, 1* Aug 


Although there are no photographs or video footage of 
it, an incident that occurred around 9:45 pm on 

1* August in Canoga Park in California is very much 
worthy of mention here. 


According to the witness report, they were in their car 
when they first noticed a strange "ball of very bright 
light" in the sky. They claimed it was four to five times 
the size of Venus, and certainly a lot brighter. As they 


watched the light flickered slightly before it then sped 
up dramatically, and headed off into the distance. 


The witness was certain it was not a drone or any other 
type of conventional aircraft, not least as around 30 sec- 
onds after he had first noticed the object, a commercial 
airliner flew overhead in the exact same part of the sky. 
The witness put forward that the crew of that aircraft 
very likely saw the strange aerial anomaly also. 


Strange Object Witnessed Over Oilfields In Kennedy, 
Texas, August 


Glowing Round Object Filmed Over Cortez, Colorado, 
1* Aug 


Interestingly or not, in Cortez, Colorado, a sighting of a 
strange ball of light unfolded, with this incident being 
captured on camera. 


The witness was camping with their son on the night in 
question, with each of them looking up at the night sky 
and identifying stars. It was as they were doing so that 
they noticed a strange light that appeared to be moving 
slowly, meaning it certainly wasn’t a bright star or a 
planet. 


The object remained in sight for approximately two 
minutes before fading away. Given how it moved, it 
would appear unlikely that it was a conventional 
aircraft, or a satellite.

Silver Objects Witnessed Over Glasgow, Scotland, 
4" Aug 


Some time between 6 pm and 7 pm on 4^ August in 
Glasgow, Scotland, a local resident was sitting in 
their garden looking up at the sky when they no- 
ticed "three very silver flying craft" that seemed to 
"appear out of a vent in the cloudless area of the sky". 


They moved for several moments before disappearing 
again leaving the witness perplexed, although not fright- 
ened. He would recall that the objects appeared to be 
the shape of an arrowhead, although as they were at an 
approximate altitude of 30,000 feet he could be mistak- 
en on the actual shape. 


Unfortunately, there are no photographs or video foot- 
age of the sighting. 


Photographer Captures Image Of Fiery Object Over 
Cornwall, England, 4" Aug 


A little later that same evening, at around 11:30 pm in 
Penzance, Cornwall in England, photographer, Pater Hall 
was at home when he noticed three strange, orange 
lights in the night sky. He immediately reached for his 
camera and ventured outside, realizing straight away 
that he was witnessing something out of the ordinary. 


As he watched the object a little longer, two of the un- 
known lights suddenly ^went out". He would state that 
the whole episode was "really weird" and that even 
though he knew it wasn't, the only way he could de- 
scribe the object was "like an airplane on fire". 


He further managed to rule out that it might have been 
a fire in the distance that appeared as if it was in the sky. 
However, the fact that it was above the church tower in 
Penzance, was evidence that the object, whatever it 
was, was in the sky. He would estimate that the object 
was between 50 to 100 feet long and that it was a genu- 
ine mystery. 


Perhaps also of interest is that a very similar sighting 
occurred in the area several years previously of three 
lights moving around in the sky. You can see the picture 
that Mr. Hall captured below. 


Mysterious Object Flies Past Plane In El Paso, Texas, 
4" August 


Also during the early evening of 4^ August, in El Paso, 
Texas, a witness noticed a strange, bright object hover- 
ing near one of the nearby mountains. When a plane 
began heading in the object's direction — most likely 
purely by chance — the object then moved a little further 
away, as if making sure it was out of the aircraft's flight 
path, before stopping and hovering once more. 


After several moments, the object began to descend, 
ultimately disappearing over the horizon. Interestingly, 
when the witness went to start his truck shortly after, 
the engine failed to turn over. They decided to leave it 
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until morning, and to their amazement, it started with 
no problem. Whether the truck’s failure to start the pre- 
vious evening was connected to the UFO being in the 
vicinity is not known. 


Two Glowing Orange Discs Captured In Picture Over 
Bermuda, 9" Aug 


When an anonymous person took a picture of the sun- 
set from their room on a cruise ship off the coast of Ber- 
muda, they were amazed to discover when viewing it a 
short time later two orange, glowing objects. At first, 
they thought these anomalous objects were nothing 
more than lens flares. However, they were only present 
in one of the pictures which made them contemplate if 
they had captured a nuts-and-bolts vehicle.

2 BRIGHT OBJECTS FOUND IN SUNSET PHOTO. 


Cigar-Shaped Object Witnessed Over Hanford Nuclear 
Reservation, Washington, 10™ Aug 


While on his shift at the Hanford Nuclear Reservation in 
the state of Washington, at around 4:40 am, a worker 
witnessed a bizarre object hovering silently overhead. 
He would describe the object as cigar-shaped and esti- 
mated it was no more than 500 feet above him, with the 
object itself being approximately 100 to 300 feet long. 


As he looked at this curious craft it simply 
disappeared right in front of him. Then, 
only moments later, it reappeared, only 
now it was much closer. It remained in 
sight for a short time longer before disap- 
pearing once more, this time for good. 


What is interesting is that this particular 
area — in a state already busy with UFO 
sightings — has had several such craft ap- 
pear above the reservation, with many 
workers having witnessed them over the 
years. 


Orb-Like Object Witnessed By Pilot Over 
Wilmington, North Carolina, 12” Aug 


Strange Object Witnessed Over Coventry, England, 
13" August 


The following day, on the evening of ia August in Cov- 
entry, England, David John Rogers and his wife, Philo- 
mena were at a local club when they stepped outside 
for a moment to get a breath of fresh air. As they did so, 
however, they spotted a strange, orange light in the sky. 
They quickly alerted anyone nearby to what they were 
seeing, with one of the witnesses managing to capture 
the light on camera. 


Intriguingly, the sighting of such a strange object was 
the second for the couple in four days, as David revealed 
that he and his wife had seen a similar light on 

ip" August while returning home from visiting a friend — 
Sue - in Bedworth. 


The couple had literally just stepped outside of Sue's 
home when they noticed the strange orange light in the 
sky. David would elaborate that they watched for sever- 
al moments, explaining how there were "streaks of light 
emanating from all sides". The more they looked, the 
more it appeared there was a solid diamond-shaped 
object behind the light. 


They turned to the boot of their car to place a fan in it 
ready for the journey back home. After doing so, David 
reached for his phone ready to capture a picture of the 
object. However, much to his disappointment, it had 
completely vanished. They searched the sky for several 
moments in an attempt to locate it again but to no avail. 


Whether there is a connection between to the two 
sightings, and just what the object was remains un- 
known.

Light Formation Photographed Over 
The State Of Washington, 21* Aug 


Without a doubt, one of the most intriguing sightings of 
2022 occurred in Burien, Washington at around 8:40 pm 
on 21* August. A couple, along with four other couples, 
were on a boat off Port Orchard when they noticed sev- 
eral "bright orbs" appear overhead. 


The witness would describe that these orbs were "very 
bright and appeared steady", although they would ap- 
pear to rearrange themselves into several different for- 
mations. For example, at one point they were in a dis- 
tinct triangle formation before then shifting into a V- 
shaped line formation. It would also appear that these 
objects were individual crafts, and not the lights of a 
larger ship. 


The witness managed to capture several pictures, one of 
which you can see below.

Strange Line Of Lights Over Vancouver, Canada, 
20° Aug 


Multiple residents of Vancouver reported and captured 
pictures of a strange object moving across the skies on 
the evening of 20" August. Although the shape of the 
object is largely uncertain, there were what appeared to 
be several lights in a straight line along the side. 


Some of the pictures are indeed very intriguing, and 


while this object could indeed be an alien craft from an- 
other world, there is also the possibility that the object 
was nothing more than Star-Link satellites.

Green Honeycomb Object Over Easley, South Carolina, 
21* Aug 


On the same evening, at a little after 6:45 pm in Easley, 
South Carolina, another anomalous object was captured 
completely by chance by a local resident who often takes 
pictures of the views from the “high-up” location where 
they live. 


As they were going back through the pictures later that 
evening, they noticed one of them had a strange green 
glowing object that appeared to have a honeycomb 
effect on its exterior. While some have put forward that 
the object could be nothing more than a reflection, it is 
this honeycomb effect that makes it not quite as easy to 
dismiss.

Glowing Unknown Object Over Bristol, England, 
25" Aug 


At around 10 pm on 25" August in Easton, Bristol, Eng- 
land, a bright, glowing object was witnessed by a local 
woman named Zarka, who also managed to get a picture 
of the strange craft. To begin with, Zarka believed she 
was looking at an helicopter. However, when she noticed 
just how fast the light was moving she began to suspect 
what she was seeing was something far different from 
merely a helicopter. 


She further described the entire episode, which lasted 
between five and ten minutes, as “very unusual” and 
that she had “never seen anything like it before”. Just 
what the object remained a mystery, but you can see 
Zarka’s picture below. 


Triangular-Shaped Object Witnessed At Santa Monica 
Pier, California, 27™ Aug 


Multiple Orb-Like Objects Over Santa Fe, New Mexico, 
27" August 


Tic-Tac-Shaped Object Filmed Over Colorado, 28 Aug 


At just before 10 am on 28" August in Littleton, Colora- 
do, a resident happened to spot what looked very similar 
to the tic-tac UFOs that have been featured on several 
news channels around the world in recent months. Fur- 
thermore, the witness claimed they could see “an aura” 
around the object as moved “super slowly” across the 
sky. 


They would then report that a moment or so later, “a 
pure white star-shaped thing” appeared, which remind- 
ed him of “an albino plane” which appeared to “go in 
and out of visibility”. It was at this point that they real- 
ized the objects were completely silent and that they 
were watching something truly out of the ordinary un- 
fold. 


They managed to capture part of the sighting on video,

Bizarre Light Streak Over Dayton, Washington, 30" Aug 


At around 4:30 am on 30" August in Dayton, Washing- 
ton, a local resident noticed something strange moving 
across the sky. They immediately reached for the phone 
in order to take a picture. They recalled that the object 
was moving extremely fast, certainly faster than a plane. 


The object remained in sight for approximately 90 sec- 
onds before disappearing into the distance. On the pho- 
tograph, the object appears like a bright streak of light. It 
is likely, as has been pointed out by some UFO research- 
ers who have examined the photograph that the object 
was likely Star-Link communications satellites. You can

September 2022 sightings of note. 
3 orange rotating UFOS, New Mexico 4th September 


In the dessert South West out by Carlsbad, New Mexico 
at 10:21 PM a storm with abnormally thick clouds sud- 
denly started to form with a lot of cool wind and very 
bright flashes of lightning that seemed to only light up 
the top half of the storm clouds with no visible bolts of 
lightning or sounds of thunder. 


A large hovering and blinking light (about the size of an 
airplane light but seemed to "twinkle" yellow and white) 
appeared to the left of the storm clouds with smaller and 
random half second lights blinking randomly around the 
sky moving from east to west. 


Suddenly the blinking light appeared to move much clos- 
er as it went from a tiny blinking light to 3 very large or- 
ange balls of light that were spinning (horizontally) from 
east to west and gaining speed at an incredible rate, then 
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they seemed to create an explosion of energy that creat- 
ed a tube like cloud structure (vertically) with a 
“corkscrew” like appearance on the outside with an up- 
side down triangular shape in the center. A very faint 
white ball of light seemed to shoot out of the cloud tun- 
nel and go to the right (in less than half a second) where 
suddenly more large orange balls of light start to ran- 
domly appear one by one in a vertical stacking pattern 1, 
2, 3, 4. 

There was no sound created from any of this. This all 
happened in about 90 seconds. When the video is 
slowed down you can see multiple tiny silver reflections 
( they appear as a tiny twinkle in regular speed) from 
small flat top crafts that are zipping through the sky, 
there is another craft that appears for half to about 1 
second that looks to be almost egg or ball shaped but a 
large light in the center top and it has a small ball it 
seems to be controlling, hovering below it. There ap- 
pears to be multiple different craft in the sky at one time 
and they all seem to be “working together”. 

This event was recorded from 2 different angles and the 
orange balls of light that rotate and also seem to stack 
randomly have been seen in the same spot almost every 
night since. Locals in Hobbs, New Mexico are reporting 
seeing this same activity for at least 2 months now. Vid- 
eo LINK HERE. 


2 UFOs in East Kilbride, Scotland 9th September 


| recorded the footage on my Sony Xperia 5, in East Kil- 
bride, Scotland on 10th of September 2022 at 8pm. 
There are two objects in the sky, moving at a steady 
speed. They were not massive, | reckon about the size of 
a jeep, maybe twice that size at most. Definitely smaller 
than a plane and a lot bigger than a Drone. They had no 
lights, no wings, no windows and no propellers. They also 
were completely silent. 


The objects looked a lot bigger in real life. In the video 
the objects appear to be black but in real life they had a 
similar colour to a cloud, not quite white but not quite 
grey. They looked to have a sphere or tic-tac shape. They 
looked solid and metallic. 


They seemed to have some smoke coming out of them 
sometimes but it was hard to know if it was just them 
moving through the clouds, causing an effect that looked 
like smoke. In terms of height, they were flying about 
twice the height of a typical city building, definitely lower 
than a plane would travel at. See the LINK HERE. 


LA UFO Sighting California USA 13th September 


It was about 4:45am when | left my apartment to walk to the 
gym. | noticed an unusually bright light in the sky to the north. 
It was either directly above Nellis AFB or very close to it. The 


light would remain stationary for about 5 minutes while 
getting brighter at times. There was no sound that | could hear. 
| took my phone out and recorded 30 seconds of the object 
remaining stationary. When | stopped recording the object 
flashed small lights 2-3 times and slowly began moving west. 
When | viewed the video | could notice the object pulsating. 
See the footage at this LINK HERE. (after viewing the 
footage | believe this is Venus-CE) 


Chorleywood, Hertfordshire, England, UK 
18th September 


Our witness Alex, on the above date was in Rickmans- 
worth at Chorleywood when he claims to have witnessed 
a single metallic object made of an uneven rounded 
shape like multiple bubbles attached one to each other. 
He also claimed that it was pretty large like a plane or 
bigger in his view, and that it was making or firing a yel- 
lowish light beam down to the clouds. 


“It was rotating on its axis and also moving at very low 
speed in north easterly direction” he said. “To then dis- 
appear in between the clouds. See image on the top of 
the next page, which Alex says he took from the balcony 
of his property. See image below. 
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Harrogate, N. Yorkshire, England, UK 26th September 


Our witness at various times of the day, tells us she sees 
a number of unknowns numbering from single figures to 
double figures and has done so for several months. The 
first time in 2 straight parallel lines over a near by road at 
about 5.30am then 2 nights later there were 9 further 
down the road but more scattered at 5.30am. 


One morning at 6.30am it was beginning to lighten up, 
she explained when she saw 7 ufo’s at the side of her 
house again they scattered and one in front of her home 
in the Larkfield Rd area. The US monitoring base at Men- 
with Hill is not too far away ? Could they be interested in 
or anything to do with the secretive US base? 


"l'm not saying they are UFO's but they are triangle with 
bright white/blue lights right round them perhaps a red 
light as well, too far up to see properly. No images or 
filmed footage available. 


She continued: "The only time I don't seem to see them 
is if itis very cloudy or rainy. | have never seen them ap- 
pear or leave they are stationary a lot of the time I think 
but move very slowly other times. | do not wish for my 
name to be used. 


October sightings of note. 


Sacramento, California USA 4 UFOs October 2nd, 2022 


A series of four bright unidentified flying object were 
seen and recorded in the night sky above Sacramento, 
California. 


Our witness describes the incident "they first headed 
towards the freeway, than hovered for a bit before con- 
tinuing to travel east. The full sighting lasted about 3 or 
4 mins. Video taped about half way through.. | couldn't 
pull over on the semi busy Highway 80. Sound was not 
good due to driving and the wind. Crazy ufo sighting 
about 20 mins ago. around 10:10pm, first it was two 
lights.. perfectly spaced between each other.. kind of tilt- 
ed one below the other.. than they seem to swivel and a 
third light "popped" on... | drove for another 5 seconds 
and that was when I realized | should record this .. so the 
video isn't perfect, then a 3rd light just popped on, then 
another a 4th light popped up. | wish I could have pulled 
over. | took the next exit, but lost site of the lights. It's 
just crazy that they popped on. I was on highway 80, on 
the "causeway" these where over the rice fields, | was 
driving east into west Sacramento... it was crazy. LINK

UFO passes by boat at sunset Mundelein, Illinois 


5th October 


This daytime glowing object was flying across the sky 
over Mundelein, a village in Lake County, Illinois, United 
States and a northern suburb of Chicago. Filmed on 5th 
October 2022. 


| Noticed what looked like 2 thick vinyl records spinning 
in the air. At first we thought they were balloons but it 
remained level so | started recording. We are in a flight 
path and saw several planes before during and after the 
sighting. While recording, the object continues spinning 
at a levelled rotation and not floating away like a balloon. 
The object passes a cloud and seems to glow. See the 
LINK HERE. 


Triangle UFO filmed over Cottageville, South Carolina 
13th October 


A possible TR-3b was seen and filmed over Cottageville, a 
town in Colleton County, South Carolina on 13th October 
2022. 


The witness reported "It hovered in between the trees (it 
wasn't in the trees though) and rose up like an elevator 
slowly then flew over our heads and house. | went out- 
side to call the cat in, and saw a light between the trees- 
(object was past the trees). | moved my head several 
times because it was just sitting there. | ran inside to get 
my husband and ran back out and it started ascending up 
(slowly like a rising elevator). 


My husband took the shortest video because he said it 
was a plane, it absolutely was not. It was low and hov- 
ered before ascending! Then it flew over our heads and 
over our house. Was it a drone? | have no idea. It seemed 
bigger than that. It did make noise as it flew over but not 
as loud as a low "plane" would have been. | do not be- 
lieve it to be a helicopter either. It did have a flashing red 
light underneath which made me think it wasn't a UFO, 
but | couldn't see the standard red, white, and blue lights 
of a plane. | am positive it was triangular in shape as it 
flew over the house-and then that was that. | asked the 
community on Facebook if anyone had seen it but got 
nothing in return. See LINK HERE. 


We shall bring this space restricted review to a close with 
the November notable reports. The following report was 
made public in November 2022, although I am not cer- 
tain of the actual date of the event, but it is suggested 
this occurred in July. Even so it is an interesting account 
and worthy of being included in Novembers reports.. 


UFO caught on video over power station in UK, 
25th November 
| Caught this light/sphere thing on my work Closed Circuit 
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TV. The whole video is about 5 minutes long. It goes 
from nothing in view and to in vision then stays there for 
a few minutes then disappeared. For reference it's about 
a mile away. 

Directly below the ufo is a power station complex. It's 
not a plane or drone as | checked flight radar. It's not a 
flare as there was nothing visible in the sky to the naked 
eye. My co-worker saw the same thing above the field 
behind my office last week. 

A light just hovered then disappeared. It's a huge electri- 
cal substation thing. Basically you have the little bay, 
then a golf course, then the substation where the lights 
are. It's about 1-2 miles as the crow flies. 

It Just caught my eye that there was something in the 
sky there on the closed circuit TV, that was live as | was 
watching it. 


| went outside to look and there wasn't anything visible. 
| didn't really think much of it until the other day when 
my colleague said he saw a light in the sky that just dis- 
appeared, kind of above and to the right of where the 
camera is looking. LINK HERE.

The Greatest HOAX of ALL Time 


By Spyros Melaris 


This is a complete account of how this monumental film 
came to be. It is the story of how Spyros Melaris found 
himself in a very unique position, and as a magician and 
a filmmaker, he saw an opportunity to ask two massive 
questions of the world. 


“Do Aliens exist, and are they 
visiting our planet?” 


He set himself a challenge to create the biggest illusion 
perpetrated on the world by a magician and filmmaker. 
In 1995 the internet was still young and although email 
groups existed on platforms such as Yahoo, very few 
people were using them, unlike today when the Internet 
would play a colossal role in spreading the word. 


This is a complicated story and most parts are so amazing 
that the reader will soon see that film was devised through 
different expertise’s all found in a very small crew indeed. 
Like all good magic effects, this was seemingly impossible. 


With a very modest budget, Spyros and his crew created a 
monumental piece of UFO history. Indeed, the story was so 
compelling it spilled over into mainstream pop culture and it 
never left. 


The film was featured in newspapers and magazines all over 
the globe.
